Church: three years. 
The Maryville church was his first 
pastorate and he entered upon it fresh 
from school. He at once began an en- 
ergetic campaign to change things in a 
part of the city known as ‘“‘Dogtown.” 
This was a poor community comprising 
ragged huts and shacks in which lived 
negroes and the poorer class of day la- 
boring whites—altogether more than 
one-fourth of the city’s 7500 popula- 
tion. 

Saloons in “Dogtown,” 
It was a part of town where no one 
would live who could afford to live 
elsewhere and the only part in which 
saloons were tolerated by property own- 
ers. This “Dogtown” district, compris- 
ing the Fourth Ward, had just given 
a large enough wet majority in a local 
option election to overcome the 100 dry 
majority in the other three wards. 
The young pastor moved into ‘“Dog- 
town’ and began to work among the 
people. .He gained their sympathy and 
got them to going to his church. Soon 
there were many converts among them 
and his church grew from the third in 
size among the’ Protestant churches to 
the largest. He organized a men’s Bible 
class and taught it himself. The mem- 
bership grew constantly and each year 
when a revival was held converts 
joined the church in great numbers. In 
the three years he was there 1500 mem- 
bers were added. 
Town Goes Dry in New Election. 
The climax of his campaign came 
last February when the second local 
ception election was held. The minis- 
ter’s strong church entered the cam- 
paign as a unit. The pastor organ- 
ized his large following with the 
motto, “The Fourth Ward Dry.” The 
evening before the election a ban- 
quet was held in the church base- 
ment to which all men in town were 
invited. No request was made of the 
men to vote “dry,” but men who had : 
reformed through the influence of 
the pastor told of their own experi- 
ences. The next day the men of the 
church worked as an organized body 
and when it was over a dry major- 
ity of 200 had ousted the two saloons 
The Rev. Mr. Hale had succeeded 
meanwhile in having the living con- 
Gitions so much improved in “Dog- 
town” that the place no longer de- 
served its ill-favored name. In a spe- 
cial sermon “The Funeral of Dog- 
town,” he told how the place had 
been made over and requested the 
people to drop that name. The dis- 
trict is now called ‘the “Fourth 
Ward.”

Norton inclosed in his communication 
a letter from Philip O. Mills of New 
York, a member of the corps, and a son 
of the late Gen. Samuel Mills, U. 8. A. 
Mills writes of his work “under the 
American Red Cross, but subject to the 
orders of the French Government.” He 
tells of working “in hot sectors” at) 
night, without lights, and “at a fair 
risk.’

tion to acquire a second window on 
the sea, that window which would be 
furnished by the Gulf of Alexandretta. 
Yet this latter purpose underlies the Ar- 
menian campaign and may prove one of 
the most interesting details of the ul- 
timate treaty of peace. 

Several centuries have passed since 
Peter the Great sought to obtain for the 
Muscovite Empire an open door on warm 
water, Legend reports that he added 
a codicil to his last will and testament, 
which was, in effect, a command laid 
upon those Romanoffs who came after 
him to acquire Constantinople. 

Whether or not there be truth in the 
legend, and there {9 probably no truth, 
the whole policy of Russia since Peter 
save for the brief interruption when 
Russia went to the Far East and ac- 
quired and lost Port Arthur, has been 
directed toward the acquisition of.Con- 
stantinople. Twice in the last century 
Russian armies approached Stamboul;

German Aviator Drops a Circular. 


During the afternoon: our Lieutenant] 


invited us to stop at his house in Eper- 
nay for tea, and here we were intro- 
duced to a singular irciden®& While we 
were in the dining room his maitre d’ho- 
tei entered aand handed him a slip vf 
paper which, he informed him with that 
casualness born of war, a Bosche had 
dropped that morning: from a Taube, 
It was dated Berlin, July 26, and hadi 
been 17 days on the way. As no one in 
Epernay had the enterprise to send it 
t> a Paris hewspaper, I give it her for 
the first time, although in brief; it was 
Teutonically redundant: 

“Frenchmen! Your aviators, throw- 

ing bombs far from the front, in 

Germany, have killed many civilians, 

men, women and children. In Karis- 

ruhe, on June 22, 1916, there were 48 
, deaths, among them 30 innocent chil- 

dren. Mulheim was bombarded on 
June 22, Falbourg July 16, ete. In all 
these attacks the number of vic- 
tims was deplorable both in dead and 
wounded. All of these towns are of 
no military value; as you can see by 
looking at the map. 

The German military authorities 
hesitated to believe that the French 
Government and military authorities 
were capable of such culpable and 
barbaric acts, which have ‘nothing fn 
common with the conduct of war. It 
was believed that your aviators had 
made a mistake in the execution of 
their mission. 

Frenchmen! Your aviators did not 
make a mistake. We have learned 
today that the raids were instigated 
by President Poincare, whose ear has 
been open to the base counsele of 
the English. 

Germans Threaten Repriaals. 

Then comes the familiar assertion that 
the Germans know how tired the French 
are of war, and are. but the miserable. 
victims of the diabolical Albion. Then, 
in another burst of self-righteousness: 

Germany wars against the armies 
of France, not against the civil pop- 
Ulation, the women anu children, 
She hopes that this _remonstrance 
will be sufficient to ; nt any fu- 
ture -attacks of this warbaroug na- 
ture. In case of the opposite she will 
feel obliged to make reprisals in 
kind. 

You know now, Frenchmen, that). 
that slave of England, M. Poincare, 
will be regponsible for blood shed by . 
innocent victims, and that it is the 
barbarity of the English which will 
oblige»us to bring destruction and 
death to your cities far from the 
front.

This document 
would be merely funny were it not for 
the terrible problem which confronts the

Municipal Ballot Conference Is 
Composed of Men of Differ- 
ent Political Parties. 


TO BE VOTED ON NOV. 7 
One Feature of Plan Follows 


Principle Known as Propor- 
tional Representation. 


The Municipal Ballot Conference, 
which has begun an active campaign in 
behalf of the “better elections’’ char- 
ter amendment, to be voted on at the 
election Nov. 7, is composed of men of 
different political parties, who desire to 
bring about non-partisan nominations 
and elections for municipal offices. The 
conference has established headquarters 
in room 610 Rialto Building. 

A partial list of the active members 
of the campairn organization, given out 
yesterday, with their party affiliations 
in national politics, is as follows:

A. W. Douglas, chairman of the Mn- 
ni-ipal Ballot Conference, is independent 
in politics, Frederick N. Judson (D) 1s 
vice chairman, Flint Garrison (D) treas-

The proposed charter amendment, if 
adopted next month, will establish a new 
method of nominating and electing the 
next Mayor, Comptroller, President and 
14 members of the Board of Aldermen, 
at thé municipal election next April. Two 
bring about adoption of the amendment, 
three-fifths of those. voting on the 
amendment must vote for it—in other 
words, the vote must be three to two in 
its favor. 

The amendment provides (1) that can- 
didates for Mayor, Comptroller and 
president of the Board of Aldermen 
shall be nominated by petition, instead 
of primaries, and that no party designa- 
‘tion shall appear on the ballot; (2) that 
in electing these officials, each voter 
may express a second and third choice, 
as well as a first, and that these second 
and third choices shall be counted if 
no candidate has a majority of first 
choices; (3) that the Board of Alder- 
men (14 members to be chosen at each 
biennial election) shall be elected in 
such a manner as to contain a repre- 
sentative of every political party or 
civie group which is strong enough to 
cast one-fourteenth of. the total vote. 


Proportional Representation. 
The last-mentioned feature of the plan, 


which follows the principle known as 
proportional representation is _inter- 


esting in its possibilities. While it can 
be used by political parties, it can also 
be used by any faction of any party, 
and its tendency is to split parties and 
bring about an alignment by civic 
groups. 

Observers of political conditions in St. 
Louis believe that, if this system of 
electing Aldermen prevailed, the negroes 
would elect at least one member of the 
board, the labor unions two or more, 
and that the Taxpayers’ Protective Fed- 
eration would probably obtain repre- 
sentation. The Socialists would win 
representation, and the various wings of 
the Democratic and Republican parties 
would count on such votes as were not 
drawn away by’ immediate pressure of 
local issues or group interests.

Can: Find Few Passages in 
Hughes’ Speech of Accept- 
ance That Would Show 


date Would Support | if 
Elected. 


A NYONE who surveys: ithe ex- 
traordinary series of legisia- 
tive and executive acts ac- 
complished by‘ the Democratic party 
in three years and a half will real 
ize two things: First, that President 
Wilson, has proved himself a party 
leader of unusual power; and, sec- 
endly, that the party thus led has 


the Republican party accomplished 
in five times as many years.” 


Thus writes the 
Charles W. Fliot, President /meri- 
tus of Harvard University, in the At- 
lantic Monthly of October, in an arti- 
cle entitled, “The Achievements of 
the Democratic Party and Its Leader 
Since March 4, 1913.” 

Characterizing. President Wilson 
and Chafles Evans Hughes as “re- 
sérved men who do their own think; 
ing and select their own counselors,” 
Dr. Eliot says-that “the American 
voter who ‘desires: to cast his vote in 


venerable Dr. 


fa conscientious way in support of the 


best interests cf the country will 
have to be* guided in: his choice .be- 
tween those two candidates by his 
reason and not by his emotions.” 


“The voter is going to have his 
choice, not only. between two can- 
didates,” Dr. Eliot continues, “but 
between two parties; and every rea- 
sonable voter will therefore turm for 
guidance to the declarations which 
each of.the two parties made at its 
rominating convention. 

“Tt was to have been expected that the 
Republican platform would provide some 
clear issue to which that party—now in 
opposition—could be rallied; but the Ke- 
publican party platform will be searched 
in vain for such an issue. To be sure, 
yf} denounces vigorously certain policies 
and acts of the existing Democratic ad- 
ministration; but it makes no. specific 
statements as to what a Republican ad- 
ministration, had it been .in power, 
yould have done otherwise. Thus, in 
regard to American rights and foreign 
relations it affirms belief in ‘American 
policies at home and abroad.’ Is there 
anybody in the country who does not? 
It declares that the party will ‘enforce 
the protection of every American | citi- 
zen in.all the rights secured to him by 
the Constitation, by treaties, and the 
law of nations;’ but every Democrat, in 
or out of office, would promise as much. 
It says, ‘We promise to our citizens on

Wilson for Proper Preparedness. 


“Since acts speak much louder than 
words, those voters who wish to have 
United States fully armed and equipped 
for modern war ought to support Presi- 
dent Wilson in the coming election. He 
hat gone further in this direction than 
any other American President, doubt. 
less because the great war has opened 
his eyes to the risks which American 
ideals will encounter, if it ends with 
European militarism in the ascendant. 
In regard to the provision of adequate 
protective military and naval forces at 
whatever cost, President Wilson is far 
in advance of the average American 
véter, as he has repeatedly shown in 
public speech and responsible officia) 
acts. 

“It is interesting ir. retrospect to com. 
pare what President Roosevelt accom- 
plished. with kis Congress, which con- 
tained many members of long service, 
in regard to the enlargement and im- 
provement of the army and navy, with 
President Wilson has accom- 
plished with his inexperienced Congress 
in three years and a half. President 
Rocsevelt’s martial temperament and 
language brought little to 
pass. President Wilsoh, favored by ex- 
traordinary circumstances which ‘he 
thoroughly understood, brought much 
to pass. 

“8. The Democratic administration 
and Congress have adopted considera- 
ble numbers of measures which directly 
promote in wise ways American indus- 
tries.

VERDUN, France, Sept. 15.—While 
the shelling of Verdun has done a tre- 
mendous amount of damage, a German 
bombshell in one instance has per- 
formed a very useful piece of military, 
engineering. Gen. Duhgis, comamnder of 
the citadel, pointed out to an Associated 
Press correspondent this curious freak 
wrought by a German shell. 

“I calculate,” said the General, “that 
that one shell has done for me the hard 
work of 50° men working steadily for 
eight days.”’ 

The shell tore a hole through the 
rear fortifications, opening the way 
for a much-needed tunnel. Besides 
that, it knocked down two large trees 
at the end of the tunnel and they féll 
across the river in such a way as to 
form the foundation of a bridge. A 
narrow-gauge railway was run from 
the citadel through the shell hole and 
over a bridge built on the blown-up 
trees, so that a direct railway connec- 
tion was established between the cita- 
de! and the rear. 

Going along the streets of Verdun, 
one sees at every hand signs of the 
terror which spread over the poor vil- 
lagers when the bombardment drove 
them away. The Rue St. Pierre and 
the Rue Belle Vierge have long lines 
of small shops and middle-class houses 
which were so hastily deserted that 
many belongings were left behind.

A rather well-known series of paint- 
ings of the dancing girls, which have 
hung for a long time in the military 
club at Verdun, has escaped the rav- 
ages of the bombardment, although ev- 
erything alongside these paintings is a 
mass of ruins. The club lost one of its 
wings when hit by a shell, and the en- 
tire interior is in a state of ruin.

The cannon bore marks 
showing they had been cast in 
France, but as France and the United 
States had never had a war I was 
curious to know how they had come 
into the posession of the United 
States. It seems that when France 
was at war with Spain the cannon 
were taken by the Spaniards. Then 
when Mexico was under the Spanish 
influence, Spain turned over these} 
French cannon to Mexico. Then when 
the United States had a war with 
Mexico, your American army cap- 
tured the French cannon.” =

Verdun Citadel Hardly Damaged. 

‘From a military standpoint Ver- 
dun has come through the ordeal 
much better than was expected. 
While the poor inhabitants have suf- 
fered greatly in the loss of homes 
and belongings, yet the military peo- 
ple point out that everything con- 
tributing to the military defense of | 
the town is about as good as ever. 
The citadel in the center of the town, 
where the last stand was to be made, 
is untouched except for shell holes in 
the heavy masonry walls. These are 
big enough to smash an ordinary 
dwelling to pieces, but on these mas- 
sive walls, 20 feet thick, they are 
only pinpricks which can be _ re- 
paired. 

The bridges also have escaped — 

damage. So have the ‘routes,” as the 6 
military men called them—a term 
covering highways leading into the 
town, railway terminals, tunnels, 
etc. In the town itself and the near- 
by suburbs, these “routes’ are as 
good“as ever, though further back, 
in the part overrun by the Germans, |: 
they have doubtless suffered a good 
deal. 
“But on the whole,” said one of the 
officers, “we feel that after six 
months’ bombardment, Verdun has 
really suffered very lUttle in a mili- 
tary sense.” 

A visit to one of the fortresses in 
the inner circle of Verdun defenses 
showed practically a duplicate of 
what Forts Dovamont and Vaux were 
before they were wrecked by the 
Germans in capturing them. It has 
the same massive outer walls, 20 feet 
thick and the height of a three-story 
row of houses. Within this wall is a 
wide moat, and then a second circie 
of heavy walls, with small loophole 
windows half-way up. Pointing to 
those loophole windows an officer 
said:

Chief of Police Young yesterday or- 

fered the police in all districts to close 
the lid clubs, of which the estimated 
number is 286, by successive raids. This 
order followed a recommendation made 
by the grand jury in its final report tc 
Judge Grimm yeSsterday that all cluts 
which dispense liquor in any manner, 
without a dramshop license, be closed 
by frequent arrests of thd persons in 
charge. 
In the Central Police District, down- 
town, where there are 22 lid clubs, a 
general closing of these places last 
night was brought about by the po- 
lice. Policemen also visited the Press 
Club, in the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing, and ordered that members be not 
permitted to take liquor from lockers 
during the night. It was not indicat- 
ed whether the order would continue 
in foree after today. 

The killing of Harry Dunn, at the 
Typo-Press Club, Sept. 21, caused the 
grand jury to begin its inquiry, in 
the course of which police official: 
were questioned. [In its report the 
grand jury said that. clubs where 
liquor is sold over the bar or where 
members put their money into a pool 
to buy intoxicants (the bummelkKasse 
method), or where the locker system 
is in use, are all equally violations 
of law, and should be suppressed. 

This conclusion is based on the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court decision in the 
cases brought by the Circuit Attorney 
against the St. Louis Club and the Mis- 
souri Athletic Association. The chair- 
man of the jury is John A. Laird, for- 
mer Police Commissioner. 


Solution Is Suagested, 
As to a possible solution the report 


says: “The police authorities claim they 
have had the greatest difficulty in ob- 
taining evidence which wil] satisfy the 
officials and courts having charge of the 
prosecution of misdemeanors and have 
become discouraged in their efforts 
to suppress this unlawful business. 

“They admit, however, that continual 
raiding and arrests.of péfsons In charge 
of these clubs would very much hamper, 
if not entirely wipe out these unlawful 
joints and public nuisances. 

‘We would suggest to the police au- 
thorities this course be pursued, and 


we believe the fiat of the Police De- 
partment, supported by vigorous action, 


can and will close up these places of 
lawlessness."’ 

The grand jury re@#ommends that the 
Court refer the subject to the next grand 
jury for a more extended investigation.

The grand jury reported it had

CARRANZA LIMITS TERM OF 
PRESIDENT TO FOUR YEARS 


Decree Issued by Provisional Execu- 
tive of Mexico Also Provides 
for Re-election. 

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 30.—Gen. Car- 
ranza, provisional President of Mex- 
ico, today issued a decree limiting 
the term of a President of the repub- 
lic to four years and providing for 
re-election of the chief executive. 
This is to apply after the holding of 
the constitutional assembly and sub- 
sequents to the election of a Presi- 
dent. 

The decree provides that if a Pres- 
ident dies the man who fille out his 
term shall not be eligible for election 
for another term until a period of 
four years has elapsed. The man to 
fill out the term of a President who 
dies or leaves office is chosen by a 
two-thirds vote of Congress if that 
executive body is in session. If not

politics of Europe. But not all who 
have that purpose ip mind are on 
the same side. Some want to inject 
those politics in order to move in 
one direction, and others want to 
inject them in order to move in 
exactly the opposite direction. 

In these circumstances, it is not 
wise to announce your direction. 
Some of them are progressives or 
were, and profess themselves dis- 
satisfied with the present leadership 
‘and guidance of the party, and the 
others are so weéll satisfied with it 
that they are afraid that the en- 
trance of this new element will dis- 
turb some of their favorite plans 
and so, looking at each other with 
suspicion, they have only one én- 
thusiasm and that is the enthusiasm 
to ‘get in.’ I see in my mind’s eye 
this great motley company enthu- 
Siastically united in a great drive 
for possession. 

Result of Republican Success, 

Unfortunately, however, one thing 
has become reasonably clear, my fel- 
low citizens, and it is a very serious 
thing, indeed. One thing has become 
evident, not because it was explil- 
citly stated, for nothing has been ex- 
plicitly stated, but because it is un- 
mistakably implicit in almost every- 
thing that has been said: Am I not 
right that we must draw the conclu- 
sion that if the Republican party is 
put in power at the next election, 
our foreign policy will be radically 
changed? I cannot.draw any other 
inference. All our present foreign 
policy is wrong, they say, and if it 
is wrong and they are men of con- 
science, they must change it, and if 
they are going to change it, in what 
direction are they going to change it? 

There is only one choice as against 
peace, and that is war. Some of 
the supporters of that party, a very 
great body of the supporters of that 
party, outspokenly declare that they 
want war, so that the certain pros- 
pect of success of the Republican 
party is that we shall be drawn in 
one form or other into the embroil- 
ments of the European war and that 
to the south of us the force of the 
United States will, be used to pro- 
duce in Mexico the kind of law and 
order which some American investors 
in Mexico consider most to their ad- 
vantage. 

I do not find that anybody else’s 


‘counsel is taken In respect of the 


policy that this country should pur- 
sue with regard to Mexico, except 
those who have hitherto acted as 
the counsellors for the vested inter- 
ests in Mexico. The whole country 
is acquainted with the gentlemen 
who have been consulted. There is 
no concealment, even by themgelves, 
whose attorneys, they are, have 
talked with me I know exactly 
what they want. I have declined to 
give it to them and now they are 
going where they think they can 
get it, and there is every indication, 
on the surface, at any rate, that 
their calculation is well founded. 
There is a more serious aspect 
even than that. There is an imme- 
diate result of this thing, my fellow 
citizens. From this time until the 
seventh of November, it is going to 
be practically impossible for the 
present administration to handle any 
critical matter concerning our for- 
eign relations, because all foreign 
statesmen are waiting to see which 
way the election goes, and in the 
meantime, they know that settle- 
ments will not be conclusive. 


Mexican Conference Embarrassed. 


The conference which is being 
held with regard to Mexican af- 
fairs, is embarrassed every day by 
the apparent evidence which Is being 
produced that hostility to Mexico is 
being traded upon by one of the 
great political parties. These gen- 
tlemen may reconcile these influ- 
ences with patriotic purpose, but it 
is difficult for all of us to do so, 
And the one thing I want to lay 
emphasis upon in this connection is 
this: That a great, fundamental, 
final choice with regard to our for- 
eign relationships is to. be made on 
the seventh of November. Some 
young men ought to be Interested in 
that, some mén who want to see the 
future cleared of the passion which 
governs the present ought to be in- 
terested in that. 

Men who love to see a great 
peaceful force expended by America 
for the service of the’world ought 
to be interested in that. 

Singular, isn't it, that that should 
have been the only thing disclosed 
by the opposition. But I suspect 
that they are well enough content 
with many of the things that- have 
been done in domestic legisiation, 
provided they can get in and con- 
trol them. Let me fllustrate it: 


Take the federal reserve system, 
the great banking system by which 
the credits of this country hitherto 
looked up, the credits of the aver- 
age man, have been released and 
put into action; the great system 
which has made it possible for us 
to absorb two thousand millions’ 
worth of American securities held 
on the other side of the water which 
have been offered for sale, nearly, 
if not quite & per cent of the wha 
body of the American securities 
held abroad, a thing that would 
have been impossible otherwise. 


What Republicans Did. 
You know that one of the many 


things that the Republicans prom- 
ised and never did was to reform 
the currency system. They did what 
they have always done in. such cir- 
cumstances. They had a thorough 
inquiry and report made without 
any purpose of following it up. 

The report was made after long 
and expensive inquiry and much in- 
teresting travel, by a committee 
presided over by the late Sehator 
Aldrich; and that report is a very 
valuable document. 
great deal of useful information, 
along with a great deal of useless 
information. I dare say that in any 
report the useless predominates over 
the useful, but if you know what 
you are looking for you can find it 
fn that report. 

And when we come to do this 
thing that ought to have been done 


‘long ago, but which, because of a 


kind of paralysis which cannot be 
called infantile, it was impossible for 


the Republican party to do—I should 
call it a paralysis of the will—we 
found that we could take the skele- 
ton of what we wanted to do from the 
Aldrich report, but that we could not 
take the heart out of it. We so ab- 
sOlutely altered the heart that Sen- 
ator Aldrich himself denounced the 
thing that we produced. 

Now, the heart of the Aldrich 
Dilan was a single central bank 
which was susceptible of being con- 
trolled by the very men who have 
always dictated the financial policy 
of the Republican party, whereas 
the heart of our system is not a 
great central bank, but a body ap- 
pointed by and responsible to the 
Government, and by the same token 


They are perfectly content, my fel- 
low citizens, to take over the Federal 
Trade Commission, provided they can 
select the commissioners and suggest 
whom they shall keep. They are per- 
fectly willing to have a tariff board, 
provided they can determine before- 
hand what its conclusions are going 
to be by determining the quality and 
antecedents of the men who compose 
it. 

For example, if you want certain 
things to happen, select the most 
eminent, it may be the most honest, 
corporation lawyer in the country 
and put him on the Supreme Court. 
His character is not going to fall 
you, but his training is going to de- 
termine everything that he sees. 
You do not have to do these things 
corruptly; you only. have to do them 
astutely. 

Similarly they would be néuliieibe 
content to control the board which is 
to govern the rural credit system. 
They would be perfectly willing to 


appoint the board that is to control | 


the development of the merchant 
marine and the regulation of marine 
charges in the carriage of freight on 
the high seas. The only thing that 
makes them uneasy is that Demo- 
crats should be running these things. 

Until the present administration, 
Wall Street controlled the actions 
of the treasury of the United States. 
When I say ‘Wall Street’ I mean 
some parts of Wall Street and I 
leave you to select the parts. Wall 
Street thus sclected formerly con- 
trolled the treasury of fhe United 
States. Why, my fellow citizens, it 
even had a desk in the Treasury De- 
partment. 

Many of these gentlemen honestly 
believed that only they understood

Pfells of Failure of American

business abroad. Uughes cited the. 
failure of American bankers to obtain

ee his attack, 

“It is said by the administration 
that they desire to open the door for 
- American enterprise,” Hughes said. 
“What is the inducement for our 
_ merchants and business men to go 
to foreign countries and engage in 
~t American enterprise if they and their 
} \steeana’e are treated as our ociti- 
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Z \ wens and their property were permit- 
"~ \ ted to be treated in Mexico?” 
Proposed participation by American 
bankers in the loan to China was 
characterized by Mr. Hughes as “a 
matter of great moment to the na- 
tion because it permitted an oppor- 
tunity not only to aid China, but to 
facilitate our trade.” 
Says Opportunity Was Lost. 
‘‘We lost an important opportunity for 
American trade,"”’ Hughes said. “I be- 
lleve that more recently the administra- 
tion has seen the error that it commit- 
ted in this respect, but it has failed to 
re-establish confidence with regard to 
ite protection of American enterprise.”’ 
Hughes’ assertions were interpreted 
by persons in his audiences as being in 
the nature of a reply to President Wi!- 
gon’s recent declarations at Shadow 
Lawn and before a grain dealer’s con- 
vention at Baltimore outlining the ad- 
ministration’s views toward the future 
development of American trade abroad. 
Hughes renewed his attack on the ad- 
ministration for “broken pledges.” 
“They told us,” he said, ‘‘they were 
going to maintain the constitutional 
rights of American citizens throughout 
the world. That they have failed to do, 
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‘to our great regret. When I speak of '

GREEK KING PALLS 
PRO - WAR HEADER 
TO HIS ASSISTANCE 
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Nicholas Stratos Charged With 
Responsibility of Swinging 
Deputies Into Line. 


ATHENS, Thursday Sept. %, via 

Luwndon, Sept. 3, delayed by censor.— 
The proclamation of a Provisional Gov- 
| ernment issued at Canea yesterday, 
signed by former Premier Venizelos 
and Admiral Coundouriotis, is regarded 
here as little more than a repetition 
of statements published by Venizelvus 
newspaper organs the day after his 
' departure, 

King Constantine is somewhat con- 
cerned as to the possible attitude of 
the Chamber of Deputies, which, under 
the lead of the pro-German Gounaris, is 
likely to refuse war credits and to de- 
cline to accept a war ministry. 

The King today called to the palace 

Nicholas Stratos, leader of the new 
Royalist Pro-War party, and charged 
him with the responsibility of swinging 
the Deputies into line for war. M. 
Stratos already has obtained the ad- 
herence of 2% former supporters of M. 
,Gounaris, and is beginning to emerge 
from the present crisis as the most 
; capable politica] figure in Greece after 
| Venizelos. The Crown Council, which 
| Was to have been held to discuss the 
‘war situation, has been postponed, ow- 
ing to the numerous conferences being 
held by the King. 

Negotiations between Greece and the 
entente Powers are progressing satis- 
factorily at London and Paris. 

It is regarded as unlikely that the 
King will declare war or even issue u 
decree of mobilization before Monday, 
if even at that time. 

Dispatches from Crete indicate that 
the movement headed by Venizelos has 
by no means been as successful! as at 
first supposed. The loyalists are of- 
fering stiff resistance, and small, but 
Snaguinary, conflicts are reported 
throughout the island.

Drug Clerk, Who Is Still Held, 
Sayg There Were Three 
Policies on Stock. 


Walter Howald of 5228 Terry ave- 
nue, clerk at the drug store of Dr. 
Bernard Blass, Eighth and Biddle 
streets, the interior of which was de- 
stroyed by an explosion and fire Fri- 
day night, is still held at the Carr 
Street Police Station for further 
questioning. 

Howald told the police last night 
that there were three insurance poli- 
cles on the stock, each for $875. The 
policies, he says, are in the name of 
Charles P. Cote of 6023 Watermai: 
avenue, who is called “Uncle Char- 
ley” by Mrs. Blass. The police will 
question Cote about the insurance. 

It was learned that one of the fami- 
lies that had lived above the store 
moved out after 6 o’clock Friday even- 
ing. The police will ask this tenant 
why he moved at that particular time. 
Another tenant moved out a few days 
ago. 

Howald was off duty Friday after- 
noon. Mrs. Blass was in charge of 
the store during his absence. Howald 
was On duty Friday night. He says he 
closed up at 10:30 and went home. At 
‘11:60 a policeman, nalf a block away, 
heard three sounds as of muffled ex- 
plosions. He ran to the corner and 
found the drug store in flames. 

Policemen afterward found a two- 
gallon can in the store ruins. They 
say there was an odor of gasoline 
ibout it. Howald says it contained 
vaseline which, like gasoline, is a pe- 
troleum product. 

An electric wire was found sticking 
through the rear door df the prescrip- 
tion room. The hole in the door through 
which it passed seemed to have been 
freshly bored. The inside end was 
wrapped around the top of a heavy pa- 
per bag, the remainder of which had 
burned away. The police think the wire 
may have been used as a fuse. 

The furnishings of Dr. Blass’ office, 
adjoining the drug store, were moved 
cut a week ago. Mrs. Blass, whose 
home !s at 817 North Eighteenth street, 
says this was done because the doctor 
planned to establish an office near his 
home when he returns from New York, 
where he is receiving treatment at a 
hespital. Dr. Blass told the police in 
Juinuary and June that attempts had 
been made to blow up his store.

his high appreciation of the

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ERNEST SCHELLING é a pianist of great 
talent and distinction—a composer of high attainments. 
He was the pupil of Paderewski, and is one of the 
closest friends of the great virtuoso.

_ Mr. Schelling smiled reminiscently. I smiled 
also. When Mr. Schelling rises from his chair, 
one’s first estimate of his height is six feet six;

See No Threat in Chancellor’s 
Address to Resume ‘“Ruth- 
less’ Submarine War,

By Wire From the Washington Bua- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON. Sept. 80.—Officials of 


the State Department said today that 
nothing Chancellor von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg said in his speech in the Reichstag 
appeared in the light of a threat to re- 
sume “ruthless” gubmarine warfare 
against merchant shipping. 

An official pointed to the statement of 


Sir Robert Cecil, Minister of War Trade, 
that no British passenger ships have 
been sunk since Germany gave her 
pledge to the United States following 
the attack on the channe! steamer Sus- 
sex. While Sir Robert and other Brit- 
ish officials in the same interview state 
there has been no difference in Ger- 
rany’s submarine warfare and that an 
increasingly large number of ships are 
being destroyed in violation of the 
piedge to the United States, officials 
here declare there has been no proof to 
eustain this charge. Admission of Sir 
Robert that no British passenger ships 
have been sunk in months ts considered 
highly significant. 

All the United States ever asked Ger- 
many to do, officials said, was to ob- 
serve the rules of international fiw and 
not endanger American lives and prop- 
erty. The State Department hag kept 
close watch on the conduct of Germany 
since her latest pledge was given and 
wil) continue to do so, 

Gerard Will Report. 
The officialS admitted today that 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg’s re- 
marks are capable of different construo- 
tions. So long as he remains in com- 
mand of the situation, however, officials 
telleve Germany will maka every effort 
to avoid a break with the United States 
over the submarine issue... While he is 
said not to be coming to the United 
States for the specific purpose of dis- 
cussing the submarine situation, Ambas- 
sador Gerard is expected to go over this 
grave issue from every anglo and to con- 
vey to administration officials the senti- 
ment for and against the resumption of 
indiscriminate attacks on merchant 
chips without warning, as he assimilated 
it in Berlin and elsewhere in Germany. 
Dispatches from London arriving 
here today show that between June 
1 and Sept. 24 no fewer than 262 ves- 
sels of all natfonalities have been 
sunk by submarines. But 15 were re- 
ported to have been sunk without 
warning, with the loss of 84 lives, 
making a grand total of 277 ships 
sunk. A total of 66 neutral vessels 
were destroyel during the period. 
Record for June. 

Today’s fuller information brings out 
that the submarine activity has practic- 
ally doubled during the last two months. 
During June, after delivery of the 
American note on the Sussex accepting 
Germany's agreement not to sink vessels 
without proper safeguard to lives on 
board, 57 vessels were sunk, of which 
five were neutral and six, including 
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three neutrals, were sunk without warn- 
ing, with the loss of 2 lives. 

In July the total sunk fell off to 42, In- 
cluding nine neutrals and two British 
sunk without warning, with the loss of 
41 lives. 

In August the total sunk more than 
doubled with the figure of 103, including’ 
26 neutral vessels. Two allied boats were 
sunk without warning, with the loss of 
three lives. The figures up to Sept. 2 
show a continuing high rate of destruc- 
tion in the month, with a total of 75 
vessels sunk, including 26 neutrals, with 
five allied boats sunk without warning, 
with the loss of 15 lives. 

Ships Sunk Without Warning. 

The list of vessels sunk without warn- 
ing with the lives lost is given as fol- 
lows:

lives lost; Inverberrie, Sept. 14; in Med- 
iterranean, six lives lost; Dewa, Sept. 
17, in Mediterranean, three lives lost; 
Lord Tredegar, Sept. 17, Mediterranean, 
four lives lost. 

Allies—Ville de Rouen (French), June 
13, in Mediterranean, two lives lost; So- 
coa (French), Aug. 25, in Mediterran- 
ean, no information. 

Neutrals—Excellens Mehnert (Norwe- 
gian), June 1, North Sea, no lives lost; 
Orkedal (Norwegian), June 98 North 
Sea, no lives lost; Bure (Norwegian), 
June 9, North Sea, one life lost. 

The information as given above cor- 
responds ajmost exactly with that in 
the State Department files and will be 
the preliminary basis for American con- 
sideration of the submarine question as 
it now stands. No action has been 
taken by the State Department on any 
of the foregoing cases, nor on Ger- 
many’s general submarine policy, since 
the Sussex note, on the ground that itn 
no case as yet has it been proved that 
American lives were endangered. The 
submarine campaign is being watched 
very carefully, especially in view of the 
increased agitation in Germany for a 
resumption of unrestrained activity.

Table Shows Possible Increases. 


Detroit gGannot overtake St. Louis in 
the population race by the census year 
1920, but there is danger that Los An- 
geles or /Boston may do so, in the 
opinion of Andrew Linn Bostwick, li- 


brarian of the Municipal Reference 
Branch of the Public Library, and a 
student of statistics. Cleveland is also 
figured as a possible contender for 
fourth place in Bostwick’s estimates. 

Bostwick figures that if Los Angeles 
were to increase, between 1910 and 1920, 
as it did between 1900 and 1910 it would 
come very near the million mark. This 
does not take into account the increase 
in population that Los Angeles has had 
through additions of territory or the 
prospective further increase of terri- 
tory, which may include the good-sized 
city of Pasadena. 

Unlikely to Repeat. 

But while Los Angeles is unquestion- 
ably growing rapidly, it is hardly like- 
ly to repeat, in the present decade, its 
performance between 1900 and 1910, when 
its increase in population was more than 
200 per cent-<from 102,000 to 319,000.) 

Bostwick sent the Post-Dispatch the 
accompanying table and the following 
letter: 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

I have read with interest your arti- 
cle in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch relating 
to population estimates for Detroit and 
Cleveland. Only yesterday I made the 
enclosed table, more to satisfy my oygn 
curiosity than anything else. The table 
refers to the three largest cities and to 
the cities that have any chance at all 
for the next few places in population 
rank in 1920. If the cities referred to 
increased in population from 1910 to 1920 
at the same rate as in the decade 1900 to 
1910, the figures would be as they. ap- 
pear in the third column. You. will 
note that in some cases the figures 
would have to be added to on account 
of extension of city limits since the last 
census. The second column in the ta- 
ble shows the United States Census es- 
timates for 1915. These estimates take 
into consideration additions of territory 
that have been made since 1910. The 
fourth column shows what the popula- 
tions should be fn 1920 according to the 
United States Census method of esti- 
mating. ‘Like the figures in the third 
column, they do not take into consid- 
eration additions. of territory. The fig- 
ures in the fourth column are probably 
as near the truth as they can be. In 
the case of a city like Los Angeles, 
where the growth has been phenome- 
nal, it is rather difficult to arrive at 
any conclusion. This applies in a much 
less degree to Detroit. It should “!so 
be noted that Boston has added x 1. 
sizef suburb since 1910, and it is «-:te 
possible that Boston may pass us in 
1920. The Boston figures for 1915 in- 
clude this additional population. The 
figures for 1920 do not include it. One 
thing stands out very clearly; namely, 
that in the light of the experience of a 
great number of years, it will be prac- 
tically impossible for Detroit to exceed 
St. Louis in population In 1920. 

Increase Rate Diminishes. 

I have in my files a new publication 
from the Census Bureau which contains 
two interesting statements. The first is 
to the effect that the larger a city be- 
comes, the less will be its rate of in- 
crease in population. In other words, 
while Detroit’s increase from 1900 to 1910 
was 63 per cent, it is practically certain 
that its rate from 1910 to 1920 will be 
less than that. Reference to the table 
will show that even if Detroit should 
grow at the rate of 638 per cent and St 
Louis at the rate which the Census Bu- 
reau says it will grow, there will still 
be in 1920 a difference of 29,000 popula- 
tion in favor of St. Louis. The second 
statement relates ¢o directory estimates. 


Iz is said that it is absolutely impos-| 
sible to establish any fixed ratio be-j 


tween population and the number of 
names in the directory. I myself have 
checke’ this in the case of the St. Louis 
directories and have found that the ratto 
is constantly decreasing, due to the fact 
that as time goes on the canvassing by 
the companies is done to a more com- 
plete degree. Directory estimates, there- 
fore, are practically worthless.

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IME PULLETS 10 BEGIN 
LAYING EARLY IN FALL 


‘|November and December Eggs 
Most Profitable Because of. 
Scarcity at That Season, 


i 


After passing the age of 1 year, the 
average hen loses her laying notion very 


rapidly, Many poultrymen dispose of 
all birds over a year old in making up 
their laying flocks. Their theory is that, 
while hens of that age may still be 
profitable, they are not so profitable | 
as pullets, and when only a certain 
humber of birds are to be kept they 
want only individuals tn their best-lay- 
ing trim. While this practice may bring 
more eges per bird than if part of the 
flock were made up of older stock, 
enough old hens of known laying ability 
should be kept for breeders. The con- 
tinued use of pullets’ eggs for hatching 
purposes will cause stock to deterior- 
ate rapidly. 

The best-laying strains of fowls will 
begin laying at about 5 months old. Pul- 
lets of the heavier, or meat, breeds re- 
quire six or seven months before they 
are matured to the point of beginning 
to lay. To do a good fall and winter’s 
work a pullet should begin laying in 
November at the latest, and October 
would be. better still, consequently the 
hatching of the chicks for the laying 
flock should be timed accordingly. In 
the average case March and April 
hatched chicks should be chosen for the 
layers of the following fall and winter. 

The ideal to strike for is to have the 
pullet old enough so that she will be- 
come of -laying age while the weather 
is still mild enough to stimulate egc- 
production. The pullet that does not 
Start to laying by December is likely to 
be caught by cold weather, which re- 
tards rather than stimulates the laying 
process, In a great many instances 
such a bird will not begin laying until 
the first warm days of February. 

Aside from the fact that the hen that 
Starts to laying early has the best 
chance of making a good record through 
the coldest season early in the year, it is 
the November and December egg that 
brings the higest price on the market 
because of the scarcity at that season. 
The increased supply of eggs after Jan- 
uary is due to the fact that most of the 
yearling hens are idle up to the end of 
the year, while those 2 years old or old- 
er usually begin even later. This tend- 
ency towar! a late start on the part of 
the older birds is due, generally speak- 
ing, to a late recovery after the molt- 
ing season. This, in fact, {3 one of the 
prime reasons why puilets are preferred 
as winter layers, since they are affect- 
ed only slightly, if at all, by the little 
molting they undergo.

The National White Wyandotte Club 
has a good advertising feature on the 
club envelope.

That the movement for the purpose of 
helping the farmers through the bankers 
is gaining momentum its one of the most 
hopeful signs of the times. By standard- 
izing a breed of chickens in each county 
it will be possible for farmers:‘to get bet- 
ter prices and larger demand for their 
chickens, If a buyer can get a carload 
of White Wyandottes, Barred Rocks, or 
any other breed jn one neighborhood, he 
can get better prices for his consign- 
ment. Farmers will have a larger field 
from which to choose breeding and lay- 
ing stock, and the increased competition 
will extend to the poultry shows as well. 

The White Wyandottes are one of the 
best varieties of chickens of the Ameri- 
can class, but there are others, and a 
county which will focus its poultry 
breeding on one variety, regardless of 
personal preference for breed#, must be 
a@ good county to live in.

Dropsical Ailment, 

will you kindly give me the name of 
the disease of one of my hens? The skin 
of her entire body and head is all puffed 
up, and on making an incision I find 
there is nothing but air in them. The 
bird ha’ a good appetite and has never 
drooped around as though she were 
sick. I feed plenty of green food, grit, 
meat scraps and cracked grains, aad 
give them an abundance of exercise. 
This is the only bird affected. If you 
know the cause of this disease, kindly 
give me the recipe for a cure.—P. M. B., 
St. Louis, Mo. 

This ailment is a dropsical affection, 
in which wind puffs instead of the wa- 
ter blisters are formed. It is not con- 
tagious. The best treatment we know 
of is to prick the puffs and let out the 
air, then bathe these spots with some 
good disinfecting and healing lotion, A 
solution of germozone, about two tea- 
spoonfuls to a tumbler of water, is good 
for this purpose. The disease proves 
fatal only in comparatively rare in- 
stances, but cases should not be neglect- 
ed on this account. 


Poisoned Flock. 

I have about 140 chickens and last 
Thursday noon fed them their usudl 
mixed feed. They seemed all healthy 
and até heartily, but that evening seven 
of them were dead. Friday noon six 
more were dead and two sick that diei 
by evening. From that time on from 
two to four died every day. Some of 
them ate heartily and in a little while 
acted as if blinded and staggered. in 
a little while they were dead. I treated 
some of the sick ones with vaseline aad 
coal oil, putting it on their eyes, and 
gave them water with roup medicine, 
but without results. I clean the house 
almost every day and have the birds 
on free range, but at present I have 
them close by the house.—H. T. 8. 

Every indication points to poisoning 'n 
some form. No disease of poultry, with 
which we are acquainted, would prove 
fatal so quickly. Any one of several 
things the birds had access to may have 
acted as a poison. If on free range, 
there may have been some refuse that 
had the poisonous effect. It may be tm- 
probable, though not impossible, that 
gome one deliberately poisoned your 
birds. It may be difficult at this late 
date to ascertain the cause of the poi- 
soning, though at the time a post mor- 
tem and analysis of the gizzard con- 
tents would probably have reveaied this. 
A thorough examination of the range 
and quartera of the birds might also 
provide a clew. 


Eggs 3 Years Old 
Almost Good as New 


You're Hable to get eggs served you 
at some hotels and restaurants that are 
two to three years old, but don’t/ worry 
about that. A scientist has invented a 
machine for sterilizing eggs that makes 
these ancients almost as good as when 
they are a few days old. 

Prof. Charles H. La Wall chemist of 
the State Dairy and Food Commission 
of New York, has looked over some eggs 
that were labeled as having been laid 
in 19138 and 1914, and says he found them 
te be first-class. They were solid, looked 
very much lIike the fresh product, and 
when candled they were found not to 
have shrunk. 

Further investigation led to the dis- 
covery of a machine that had been used 
m the so-called Taylor process of ster- 
ilizing the eggs. All that Prof. La Wall 
could learn of the process was that the 
eggs were placed in the machine and 
dropped first Into hot and then cold oil. 
The pores closed, the shells were 
strengthened and the eggs sterilized. 

“That's all I know about the methods 
of sterllization,”’ said Prof. La Walla. “I 
learned, however, that the person who 
sterilized the eggs left them in crates 


in his cellar, exposed to normal tem- 
perature, for several years.” 
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Pointers on Breeding 
and Feeding Pigeons 


Do not overcrowd tne pigeon loft; kill 
all the inferior and worthless specimens 
and sell the surplus. When pigeons are 
crowded they become quarrelsome and 
the weaker ones are abused. It is ad- 
visable to look after the pigeon’s great- 
est enemy, the rat. These pests will do 
more harm among a flock of pigeons 
in one night than months can repair. 
Lining the floor’‘\and lower sides of the 
loft with tin will keep them from gain- 
ing an entrance. 

In selecting breeders for utility, those 
should be chosen that are large, wedge- 
shaped birds, broad in breast, taper 
gradually to the tail, with strong, ta- 
pering necks and deep keels, These in- 
dicate strength and endurance. A bDril- 
liant red leg is indicative of light meat 
A dark leg, especially one with a dar« 
stripe down the front, means dark meat 
for squab breeding. Do “not mate to- 
gether two white birds if it can be 
helped. Parti-colored or dark birds are 
more hardy than the pure white ones. 

“Salt Cat” is an article of food that 
nigeons relish and it has a beneficial ef- 
fect: Following is the recipe: To one 
peck of yellow clay earth, well pulver- 
ized, add % peck of slaked lime and 
% peck of ground bone meal, % peck of 
ground oyster shells and % peck of 
granulated charcoal, Add 4% pound each 
of the following seeds: Anise, corlander, 
counin and caraway, well bruised. Mix 
thoroughly; to each half-galion of the 
cOmpound it will take % pint of water 
to mix, and to each pint of water add 
two tablespoonfuls of the following, 
which is known as the Douglas mixturé: 
In an earthenware vessel put % pound 
of sulphate of iron and one ounce of 
sulphuric acid; dissolve in one gallon of 
water; to this add a small handful of 
salt. After the salt is dissolved pour 
enough of the mixture into the com- 
pound and heat the quantity into stiff 
mortar, and lay away to dry and sea- 
son. When ready for use it can be eas- 
ily broken up and placed in the loft 
in the bird’s mortar box, which ought 
to be constructed after the form of a 
feeding hopper, to prevent the birds 
from scattering it and getting into ani 
fouling it. This quantity is sufficient to 
run a good-sized loft through a whole 
season. 

On the first Indication of soreness o/ 
the joints of wing or leg, generally pre- 
ceding a “corn” stiffness, rub the joint 
well and frequently with strong spirits 
of camphor. 


Encourage the Hen 
With Broody Instinct 


It is natural for a hen to sit. This 
instinct can be eliminated by selection, 
as has been done in the Mediterranea” 
varieties. Most modern white Leghorns 
rarely want to sit, and they are called 
nonsitters. This applies to individuals 
of some other varieties and strains, fn 
cluding the largest of all, ight Brah- 
mas. Some strains of light Brahmas 
are good sitters, but in the flocks very 
few hens ever want to sit. As long as 
a hen does have a broody instinct I 
believe that she should be allowed ts 
sit at leas» once during the season. Is 
the spring, when hens are laying heav- 
ily, it is all right to break them up 
by one method or another. At that time 
of year they usually go to laying again 
right away, and I believe that breaking 
them up at that time does little or n> 
harm to the constitution, but I have 
no doubt that to break up a hen from 
sitting during the spring and all sum- 
mer as well is not good practice. 

The sitting period gives the hen a res’ 
and a vacation, and I believe it ‘ar 
been established that a hen that is al. 
lowed to sit once or twice during a year 
will lay as many eggs in 36 days as 
the one that is broken up invariably 
when she becomes broody. In the spring 
such a hen will begin to lay promptly 
again, as a rule, but in the summer she 
is not likely to do it.

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Poultry Ration by 
an Oregon Expert 


The feeding question is perennia! in 
poultry culture. There are other elc- 
ments just as important, such as pure 
air and water, proper housing, etc., 
comparatively simple elements, but the 
breeders and investigators are learning 
something all the time about good and 
economical feeding. 

We all know that wheat is good paul- 
try feed, but to feed it when one has 
to pay around $1.50 per bushel at -wtail 
is a matter of some seriousness. Tho 
Oregon Agricultural College, which is 
doing excellent work in its poultry de- 
partment, has been studying the feed- 
Prof. James Dryden, head 


of five or more rations for one laying 
hen for one year. Here is one of tuem, 
with the cost in Oregon at the time the 
ration was prepared, in material, pounds 
and. cost: Wheat, 3, 4c; oats, 10, li; 
bran, 10, 12%c; corn, 5, 10c; beef scraps, 
5, 20c: corn meal, 6, We; linseed meal, 
5y 12%c; middlings, 5, 7%c; shell, 3, 3c; 
grit, 3, 3c; charcoal, 2, 5c; green food, 
be. Total, $1.48%. 

While the cost of this ration will very 
in different seasons and at different 
places, it is thought to be very close 
to the average. Most of the m.aterial, 
such as wheat, oats and corn, can be 
produced more cheaply on the farm and 
marketed more economically when con- 
verted into poultry products. Other ma- 
terial, such as green food, charcoal, grit 
and shell .or their substitutes, cab be 
furnished from natural sources with 
but little cost. Often milk and other 
farm products can be subatituted for 
some of the materials that otherwise 
would have to be bought. By 
a careful study of the given rations the 
poultryman will be able to supply the 
necessary food elements by substituting 
a more economical material. Of course, 
the amounts should vary slightly with 
the difference in egg production and in 
size of fowls. 


Limited Flock of 
Bantams Worth While 


Bantams are beautiful and if wed 
cared for they may be made useful, 
too. 
fact made known they will often sell 
for good prices. I know a young man 
who sold a black Cochin bantam for 
$50, and I once saw an imported ailver 
Sebright Dantam, from England, for 
which $100 was paid. Prices ranging 
from $2 to $10 are not rare. 

Bantams are usually good layers, pro- 
ducing as much weight of eggs, In pro- 
portion to size and food consumed, as 
large fowls. The eggs are not market- 
able, but they may be consumed- at 
home. 

Usually it is very little trouble to raise 
bantams. They are often allowed to 
run with large fowls Nke Asiatics or 
Orpingtons., As sitters and mothers 
they are-in great favor with some 
breeders, They rarely break the eggs, 
htey attend to business and are excel- 
lent mothers. 

In the Amertcan standard of perfeo- 
tion the following varieties of bantams 
are found: Booted white, golden Se 
bright, silver Sebright, rose comb white, 
rose comb black, light Brahma, dark 
Brahma, buff Cochin, partridge Cochin, 
white Cochin, black Cochin, black tailed 
Japanese, white Japanese, black Japa- 
nese, gray Japanese, bearded white Po- 
lish, buff laced Polish, mon-bearded Po- 
lish, Mille Fleur, silkies, black-breasted 
red game, brown red game, golden duck- 
ing game, silver ducking game, Birchen 
game, red Pyle game, white game, black 
game, black-breasted Malay. There are 
other yarieties not yet admitted to the 
standard, as barred rock, black Lang- 
shan, partridge Wyandottte, eta Most 
of the bantams are miniature copies of 
the large fowls.

The Automobile 


The automobile is the highest type of mov- 
{ng vehicle, either drawn or self-propelled. It 


is a highly developed machine, ccntaining ~ 


thousand separate parts—more moving 
or frictional parts than a railroad locomotive. 
The locomotive runs over a smooth track; the 
automobile is driven over rough roads with 
sharp turns and grades; it is subject to far 
more wear and tear than the locomotive. Ob- 
viously, it must then be necessary that each 
one of the three thousand automobile parts, 
both moving and stationary, fit, co-operate and 
function with the greatest possible precision. 
The quality of the automobile depends entirely 
on the ity of the raw material, and the skill 
and experience with which it is designed and 
manufactured. The locomotive at all times is 
operated and cared for by experienced engi- 
meers and skilled mechanics. Automobiles 
are operated by owners who sometimes pos 
sess only limited mechanical ability, therefore 
an automobile must be designed and manufac- 
tured to meet every emergency of service and 
to withstand the abuse and neglect of unskillful 
operation, : 

Who Makes Automobiles? 

There are over one hundred concerns “‘mak- 
ing” automobiles in this country, of which 
about ten are manufacturers, while the others 
are “assemblers.” : 

The manufacturer owns and operates a com 
plete manufacturing plant consisting of an ex- 
tensive engineering and experimental depart- 
ment and a chemical laboratory; a power 
plant; foundry, forge shop, machine shop, 
stamping plant, body. shop, trim sliop, paint 
shop, and assembling departments. 

The assembler either owns or rents a plant 
consisting Fugue of —— Mt agg 
power t and without machinery, but 
oe a simply with assembling. benches, 
forms and racks and stock rooms for the fin- 
ished parts which he purchases from parts 
manufacturers or middlemen. He “makes” 
automobiles by putting these parts together in 
his assembling ent. 


Excessive Cost of Assembled Automobiles 


Practically all manufacturers as well as as- 
semblers buy finished s from middlemen, 
such as wheels, tires, electrical equipment and 
gome minor parts, and therefore the costs of 
both the manufacturer and the assembler are 
ona _ for these parts, but these parts consti- 
tute less than 207 of the cost of an automobile. 
Other parts constitute about 80% of the cost of 
the automobile, the engine, axles, transmission, 
differential, steering gear, body and top making 
up most of the 80%. Hence, a manufacturer 
who manufactures these parts from raw ma- 
fterials in his own plants roughly speaking is 
making 80% of his car, whereas the assembler 
who buys them from parts manufacturers is 
purchasing from middlemen practically 100% 
of ‘his car. 

Studebaker manufactures in its own plants 
all of its engines, axles, transmissions, differen- 
tials, steering gears, bodies and tops. Even 
some manufacturers buy bodies, axles and 
steeting gears from middlemen. 


Cost of Manufacture . 


__ Assuming a car costs $700, and deducting 
20% or $140 for the parts both manufacturer 
and assembler buy from middlemen, the bal- 
ance, or $560, represents the value which the 
manufacturer sells at only one profit, but 
which the assembler must buy at the parts 
makers’ profit; and the parts maker asks an 
average profit on these parts at least 25% above 


manufacturing costs, This adds $140 to the 


cost of the $560 worth of parts which the as- 
sembler must buy, and on which he must still 
add a good substantial profit of his own. 


The Selling. Cost of Any Car

This illustration shows a selling price of 


$1,100 for the manufacturer's car and $1,350 - 
_ for the assembler’s car. The buyer must pay 


~ $250 (about 23%) more for the assembled car 


simply because it is an assembled car. The 
manufacturer gives his customer the benefit of 
the savings derived from manufacturing his 
own parts, whereas the assembler has to pay 
this excessive cost and put the burden on the 
customer, 


Manufacturers’ Advantages 


It is well known within the automobile in- 
dustry that large manufacturers, with $10,- 
000,000 to $15,000,000 invested in complete 
plants and ample capital and resources, pur- 
chase the most modern and expensive labor- 
saving machinery, and then in manufacturing 


their engines, steering gears, axles. transmis - 


sions, differentials, bodies, tops, etc., their costs 
are lower, if anything, than parts manufactur- 
ers’ costs for the same articles. : 
Manufacturers producing 75,000 cars an- 
nually produce more parts of a specific type 
than any parts manufacturer produces. Asa 
rule, parts manufacturers are not specialists in 
the sense that they make only one type of body 
or axle or engine. Although their total output 
may sometimes (but rarely) exceed the quan- 
tity of any large automobile manufacturer, 
they make numerous varieties, and hence do 


' not obtain as low manufacturing costs as the 


large automobile manufacturer obtains. 


Hence, the large automobile, manufacturer 
produces his own parts at a lower cost than the 
parts manufacturer produces similar parts for 
an assembler who buys in small quantities, and 
it follows that the 23% excess cost of the assem- 
bler illustrated above is not exaggerated. 


Another point is that the assembler, buying 
parts from numerous sources, and often the 
same part from several sources, cannot obtain 
the same precision of machining and assem- 
bling in the finished car which the large manu- 
facturer obtains. 

Still again, the assembler’s profit per car is 
larger than the manufacturer's profit, because 
the assembler usually sells only a few thousand 
carsannually. The illustration shows that this 
profit is 60% more than the manufacturer re- 
ceives, and we believe this percentage is not 
overstated. Also the dealer's discount is 
greater on the assembled car, because his list 
price is higher. | 

As stated above, out of a hundred automo- 
bile concerns selling cars in this country, about 


$ 


90% are assemblers and only 10% manufac- 
turers in the true sense of the term. [his 
means that consumers are paying 237, premium 
to 90% of the automobile concerns in the coun- 
try, over and above what they could buy the 
same cars for, and in fact, much better care, 


from the large manufacturers. 
Quantity Production of Automobiles 


Vague statements are frequently made con- 
cerning the effect of quantity production in re- 
ducing manufacturing costs. To illustrate this 
truth to uninformed persons, it is necessary to 
state the elements that enter into costs and 


selling prices of automobiles. Many people 


will be astonished at the number of these ele- 
ments. Primarily, the basic cost of an auto- 


mobile is: 


(1) The raw material contained in it. 
(2) The wages of the workmen who fashion 


the material into a finished car. The sum of 
these two items is the prime cost and the actual 
car value the customer receives. All costs and 
expenses beyond these are of little, if any, value 
to him. 

(3) Factory overhead expenses should be 
included providing the manufacturing methods 
are siniple, direct and economical. 


Factory overhead expenses include sup- 
plies, supervision and factory organization ex- 
penses which, according to the intelligence of 
the personnel, determine whether the output 
of the manufacturer is large or small, whether 
the proper material is purchased and at the 


right prices, whether the design of the car is 
correct and the manufacturing methods simple 
and effective. Hence, we may say that factory 
overhead expenses are a legitimate part of the 


actual car value received by the customer, and 
if we admit this, these three items, representing 
manufacturing cost, are all the actual car value 
the customer receives. In making up the sell- 
ing price, however, other items are added, as 
follows: 

(4) Administrative, advertising and sell- 
ing and general expenses. 

(5) Discount allowed automobile dealers 
— sell the customer and give him service 
alt 


(6) Manufacturer’s or assembler’s profit. 
Quantity Production Distributes Expense 


The total of these six items comprises the 
selling price. It may be astonishing, but it is 
true that every one of these six items must and 
does vary with production. Every. small pro- 
ducer, whether he is a manufacturer or an as- 
sembler, necessarily suffers an increase in every 
one of these six items, and must therefore 
charge more for his car than the large producer. 


Illustrating this, we will take the cars of a 
manufacturer (A) producing 75,000 cars per 
annum, and either a small manufacturer or the 
usual assembler (B) producing 10,000 cars. 

Commencing with item (1), raw material, it 
should be obvious that (A) can obtain much 
lower prices than (B) for the same material, 
because his buying power and purchases are 
seven and a half times greater. 


In item (2), labor, it is obvious that (A) can . 


employ skilled mechanics in specialized single 
operations to a greater extent than (B), and 
consequently obtain better work and more 


work from the same men. 


In item (3), factory overhead expenses, it 
is obvious that (A), owning the highest priced, 
most modern labor-saving machinery, can elim- 
inate excessive labor and supervision; that ex- 
penses of non-productive departments, such as 
experimental, engineering, laboratory, pur- 


w Studebaker offers low prices 


chasing, stores, etc., are much less per car than 
in the case of (B). 

To illustrate, a machine that costs (A) $25,- 
000, costs thirty-three and one-third cents on 
each automobile he turns out. It costs (B) two 
dollars and a half on each automobile he turns 
out, 

The same is true of salaries; the salary 
of a $25,000 engineer employed by (A) adds 
only thirty-three and one-third cents to the cost 
of the car, whereas if (B) employs a man of 
equal ability and salary, his cost is $2.50 per 
car. The same excess cost for (B) occurs in 
the case of purchasing agents, inspectors, fac- 
tory executives, superintendents, etc. 

With an annual $5,000,000 factory over 
head expense for (A), his cost per car would 
be $66.67, whereas a $3,000,000 overhead for 

Quantity production reduces the cost per car 
for item (4), administrative, selling and adver- 
tising and general expenses, in the same way. 
Supposing the annual expenses of (A) are . 
$6,000,000, the cost is only $80 per car, which 
is much less than the average person imagines 
this charge to be, 


In the illustration, we have allowed (B) 
$80 per car, which on a basis of 10,000 
cars per annum, makes his expenses $800,- 
000, which he tan get through with if he 
maintains no branch offices but markets his 
cars through dealers only. In the case of item 
(5), Quantity manufacturers (A) allow deal- 
ers smaller percentages of discount, usually 
running from 15% to 25%, according to the 
size of the dealer, whereas smaller makers 
(B) allow from 20% to 407% discount, be- 
cause their dealers sell fewer cars and must 
therefore receive a greater discount per car 
to make a profit. The expenses of dealers 
average about the same whether they handle 
a quantity production car or a small produc- 
tion car, and manifestly the dealers in the 
former case, selling seven and a half times 
more cars than in the latter case, can afford 
and actually do receive a less discount per 
car. Again, the dealer’s discount, at the same 
percentage, amounts to more money, as the 
list price of the car increases. In the illustra- 
tion it is shown as $220 on. the $1,100 car (A) 
against $270 on the $1,350 car (B), using 
207% in both cases, so that quantity produc- 
tion saves the buyer $50 on this item, 


The Maker’s Profit 
What has been said regarding dealer's dis- 


count applies with equal force to item (6), 
maker’s profit, which in the case of quantity 
—— (A) rarely exceeds $100 per car, 

ut in the case of small producti »n (B) asually 
amounts to at least 60% more, because of the 
latter maker's smaller volume. 


The large profits being made by small mak- 
ers, which are a matter of public record as 
shown by annual reports of these companies, 
prove the truth of this statement. These 
profits often run from $300 to $400 per car 
for cars selling for less than $2,000, whereas 
no quantity manufacturer in this country (A) 
makes any such profit per car. 


Any concern which — its engines, axles, 
transmissions, differenti steeri gears, 
bodies and tops, parts comprising 86¢ of the 
cost of an automobile, from parts manufac- 
turers, is necessarily taxing buyers about 23% 
premium because of thie fact. This truth ex- 
plains the difference in price of from $300 to 
$500 in different cars on the market of appar- 
ently the same value, and this truth is well ree- 
ognized in the automobile industry.

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 30.—Kansas, de- 
spite its continuous increase in tilled 
land, is becoming a timber State.

There is constant- contention now 
as to the power of the Commission 
to investigate expenditures. <A case 
is pending before the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia, in which 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
refused to answer regarding the ex- 
penditures of that road. The Com- 
mission cldims the need of being in- 
formed of all expenditures to’ tell 
whether rates are reasonable or not 
and whether money raised, which is 
in the form of taxes, is properly ap- 
plied. 


Scandal of Receiverships. 

Receiverships of railroads have been 
@ great source of scandal, and it 
has teen customary fer the courts 
to appoint those responsible for 
wrecking the roads as reeeivers. It 
is claimed that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission or the Department 
of Justice should name receivers for 
roads just as the comptroller of the 
currency appoints them for national 
banks. 

Some of the accomplishments of the 
regulative ayatem now in vouge have 
been: 

Decreased the discrimination on 
the part of the railroads in which 
one city or section is favored 
egainst another city or section, 
or in which certain firms are 
preferred as against other firms. 
Stopped rebating, which was very 
common a few years ago. 

Obtained equality of treatment 
between sections. 
An investigation will be made whether 

rates should be fixed on an absolute 
distance basis or not. 

Congress began legislating to regulate 
coramerce through the act of Feb, 4, 
1887, which created a commission cf 
five members, increased to seven mem- 
bers by the act of June 29, 1906. Since 
that time many amendments and sup 
plementary laws to the Commerce act 
have been passed, the act to regulate 
commerce applied to all common car- 
riers, express companies and sleeping 
car companies, bridges or ferries used 
in connection with any railroad in in- 
terstate transportation; provided that 
rates should be reasonable and just, 
and prohibited: undue or unreasonable 
preference or advantage in transporta- 
tion rates or facilities; “prohibited uw 
higher rate of charge for a shorter than 
for a longer haul over the same line in 
the same direction, the shorter being in- 
cluded within the longer haul, and al- 
lowed the commission te establish rates. 
rates. 

How Povwers of Commission Grew. 

The Mann-Elkins law. approved June 
13 1910, increased the jurisdiction of the 
commission ae to through rates and 
joint-rates, freight classification, switch 
connections, long and short hauls, filing 
or rejection of rate schedules, investiga- 
tions on any motion, determining rea- 
scnable rates, suspension of proposej 
rates and other matters. 

An act approved Aug. 2, 1912, added a 
new paragraph to Section 6 of the act, 
making it unlawful for an common car- 
rier to own, lease, operate contro] or 
have any interest in any competing car- 
rier by water. Section 6 was enlarge, 
giving the commission furisdiction over 
transportation through the Panama 
Canal, and to fiz joint rafl and water 
rates. 

The act of March 7, 191% directs the 
commission to value the railroads of the 
Untied States. 

Jurisdiction was conferred upon the 
con.mission to enforce certain provisions 
of the act approved Oct. 15, 1914, to 
plement existing laws against unlawfy) 
restraints and monopolies tn so far as 


such provisions related to carriers. 


By the act of Oct. 22 1913, the Gom- 
meree Court was abolished and 
powers vested im the several district 
courts. 

An act approved March 4, 1915, made 
common carriers liable for all damage 
to property by them and forbade, with 

exceptions, limitations of ife-

Likewise there is a greater number of un- 
married men than ever. A relatively small 
percentage of youths, particularly those in 
moderate circumstances, is willing to under- 
take the burdens of home-making. Our towns

“better” environments. The landlords know this and capitalize it by ask- 
ing rentals which consume a far too large share of the husband’s earnings.

Figures for 
England and Wales are available and they are 
rather startling. Out of-a population of 36,0790,-

Moreover the figures show that both men and women are constantly 
marrying later in life than formerly. The average age of men at marriage 
in 1896 was 28.43 and for women 26.21. In 1909 the average age for men 
was 28.88 and for women 26.69. Out of 1000 marriages in 1909, a ratio 
of 38.9 men and 217 women were minors. In previous years the number 
of brides and bridegrooms who had not yet attained their legal majority 
was far greater. The statistics in general show a fall in the marriage 
rate and a postponement of marriage. towards the period of middle life.

the most interesting is called “The Great Unmarried,” by Walter M. Gal-. 


lichan, an English writer. Gallichan sees a real economic menace in the 
situation for his own country at this time when so many men are being 
lost in the great war. 

The causes, as Gallichan analyses them, are many and intricate. Chief 
among them is the restraint imposed by modern economic conditions and 
thé inereasing difficulties of making a living for a ~—— due to the 
higher cost of commodities and higher stand- 
ards of existence among persons of the labor- 
ing and middle classes. 

The feministic movement together with 
woman’s invasion of fields of endeavor, former- 
ly tilled exclusively by men, help explain the 
problem. More women than ever are able to 
make their own way in the world and, in con- 
sequence, fewer are compelled to rely upon 
matrimony as their chief means of support. 
Also they have increased competition for em- 
ployment to such an extent that relatively 
themselves able to support 
wives and children. 

“The struggle to support one’s self‘in the 
field of unskilled labor, an@ in several of the 
learned professions,” says Gallichan, “is so 
acute that the more intelligent laborers and 
the more prudent and farsighted professional men are aware that the 
possibility of supporting a wife and a family is beyond their attainment. 
There are more. marriages, and earlier marriages, among the casual and 
unskilled: workers than among the skilled artisans in regular employment. 
Hopeless poverty engenders recklessness, and- the state of indigence is 
inimieal to mental development. The skillful artificer’s aptitude in his 
occupation is usually accomrpanied by a general intelligence, an apprecia- 
tion of thrift, thought for’ the future, and a sense of social and civic 
responsibility 

“It is certain that impecuniosity and sheer irremediable necessity 
restrain # vast multitude of vigorous men from marrying. Sometimes the 
conjugal inclination, through long and arduous restraint, becomes less 
insistent; at. middle age, when the man is in better circumstances, the 
bachelor life is tolerable and thoughts of marriage are dispelled. * * *

“If women earnestly desire husbands and 
children, the remedy for the decline and the 
postponement of marriage is largely in their 
power. They should impress timorous bache- 
lors that the cost of conjugal living can be 
kept within moderate bounds, when wives are 
prepared to practice self-denials, to .make a 
science of domestic economy, and to control 
the finance. 

The writer goes on to show that many of 
the fears of men that they are unable to sup- 
port families are groundless. “The amount 
expended by some men upon whisky-and-soda,” he says, “would keep a 
wife and family in comfort.” He adduces many arguments to support 
his contention that married men in general are better off, happier and 
live longer than unmarried men. They do not undermine the health so 
much by dissipation; they cultivate habits of thrift and a sense of re

The remedies for the situation Gallichan thinks are principally in- 
dustrial. Better wages, better hopsing conditions, cheaper rents, the 
estabjishment of a dowry system whereby the brides can bring a little 
capital to help get the new home on a good foundation, all will help, he 
believes, in decreasing the ranks of the Great Unmarried of the future.

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The Death 


CCORDING to the reports of eyewitnesses 
which have just begun to arrive in this 
country, the spectacle displayed in the 
skies during the death agonies of the 
Zeppelin raider destroyed near London 
on the night of Sept. 2, was one of the 
most thrilling dramas of history. For 

audience the tragedy had the population of the entire 
metropolis of London, and the mighty crescendo of 
cheers which resounded from one end of the city to 
another was of indescribable volume. It was the second 
Zeppelin to be brought down in England, after two 
years of raids, and her crew were the first Germans of 
the war to be killed on English soil. 

The conqueror of the raider was Lieut. William Leefe 
Robinson, 21 years old, of the British Royal Flying 
Corps. He had been in the air two hours when the 
Zeppelin appeared. Soaring above it, he set the airship 
on fire by dropping incendiary bs. Its fall for two 
miles against the midnight sky is described as the most 
brilliant of pyroetechnical displays. “A red-hot sau- 
sage,” “a silver cigar,’ “an incandescent gas mantle,” 
are some of the vivid phrases employed to picture the 
burning craft. Lieut. Robinson was decorated with the 
Victoria Cross and received money awards of $3000. 
The charred bodies of the Zeppelin’s crew were buried 
with semi-military honors by the Flying Corps. 


The stricken airship was one of 13 Zeppelins which 
took part in the most formidable air raid yet made 
against England. Despite the size of the fleet, only 
two persons were killed, a man and a woman, and 13 
were injured, 11 men and two children. There was no 
military damage; in the Metropolitan Police District 
three horses were killed, two water mains were cut and 
25 houses were damaged. Outside the city the damage 
was slight. 

London, that thoughtful portion of it that has a 
look at the barometer and at the sky before going to 
bed, had retired to rest with the observation that the 
night was likely to see a Zeppelin raid. But the mili- 
tary searchlights were not idle; and their opal finger- 
tips poked restlessly among the clouds. It was some 
minutes after 2 o’clock when the beams picked up a 
great airship, which, about two miles in the air, shim- 
mered in the rays like a goldfish in an azure bowl. In- 
stantly the anti-aircraft guns lifted 
up their voices, and. all London, 
awakened by the booming and cough- 
ing of artillery, sprang from its bed 
and poured out by hundreds of thou- 
sands into the streets and upon the 
roofs, careless of danger. 

Beam after beam concentrated on 
the airship, silhouetting it against the 
sky like a big fat cigar, shining like 
silver. Soon all about it, like rock- 
ets, the shrapnel began to burst, in 
blooms of orange flame. Every now 
and then a streak of fire against the 
dark sky showed that the Zeppelin 
was dropping her bombs. But the 
gunfire became too accurate to be 
comfortable, and the Zeppelin headed 
this way and that, seeking a way out 
of the trap of the searchlight beams. 
But they followed inexorably, until | 
the ship, like an otter muddying a 
pool, liberated a dense screen of 
smoke which for a short time hid it 
from sight. ._But the smoke cloud 
dispersed and the _ searchlights 
once more caught the craft with their 
rays. 

It happened that at an aerodrome some miles away 
was stationed Lieut. Robinson, member of a fighting 
family, who had made a vow to bring down a Zeppelin 
or die in the attempt. He had been wounded in May, 
1915, while flying as an observer over Lille. The young 
officer, who acted both as pilot and gunner, went aloft 
at midnight, in the hope of encountering one of the 
raiders, of the probable coming of which the aerodrome 
had been warned.. Two other aeroplanes beside his own 
also took to the air. 

Robinson was about 10,000 feet in the air when the 
searchlights picked up the Zeppelin, and he instantly

went, single-handed, 
to the attack. The 
big airship was seek- 
ing frantically to es- 
cape, firing her ma- 
chine guns with 
stabs of red light, 
and traveling at top 
speed, first diving 
and then ascending. 
Robinson’s craft was 
swifter than the Zeppelin, but the great air galleon car- 
ried more formidable guns and had a far more stable 
platform from which to fire. However, she was com- 
pelled once more to envelop herself in a smoke screen, 
and it was by anticipating and making use of this ma- 
neuver that Robinson won his historic victory. 

When the smoke cloud spread, Robinson dashed into 
it and, hidden from the Zeppelin’s sight by its own 
screen, rose as it did. When they came out of the smoke 
both craft were about 12,000 feet in the air. The Zeppelin 
believing that it had shaken off its pursuer, was not on 
the lookout for the aeroplane, and probably did not see it.

sinoke cloud. Their first intimation that something had 
happened was a spark of red light, high in the sky. They 
thought at first it was merely a light, but the spark 
spread wider and wider until—and there was a roar 
that shook the city—it was clearly seen that the Zep- 
pelin was on fire. 

According to spectators, there was at first no great 
burst of flame, but only a widening of the speck of fire 
until the entire frame of the Zeppelin was outlined, in- 
candescent like a gas mantle. Then a gigantic crimson 
flare lit up the whole northern horizon. So brilliant was 
the glare that, although the burning airship was nearly 
20 miles away, it illuminated the darkened thoroughfares 
of London like day, as far as the southern suburbs. 


It was at this moment that from one end of London 
to another, from Hampstead Heath to the Crystal Pal- 
ace, there arose from hundreds of thousands of throats 
a tremendous diapason of triumph. One spectator says 
he has heard the thunder of men’s voices at a Crystal 
Palace Cup final, the fierce shouts of the multitude in 
Whitechapel road as the guns went into Sidney street, 
frenzied election cheers and the cheers of soldiers going 
into battle, but that no one since the world began has 
ever heard such cheers as London gave when its stricken 
enemy hung flaming in the sky. 

For a minute or two the Zeppelin continued to blaze 
furiously; then the whole structure appeared to col- 
lapse in the middle. The flames died down. Assuming 
a dull orange glow, and in pear-shaped formation, the 
ship in its last throes began slowly, almost majestically, 
to sink to earth. A few moments later the wreckage 


struck the ground, and the glowing debris was stirred - 


into a fresh outburst of flame. One more brilliant flare 
lighted the sky, and then darkness fell. From first to 
last the Zeppelin had been visible about 20 minutes. 


Again arose the multitudinous shout of victory from 
the great city, and the streets were filled with wildly 
celebrating men and women, the former often in pajamas 
and slippers, the latter with the nearest garment at hand 
thrown over their night-dresses. There had been no 
such rejoicing in London since the fall of Mafeking. 
One idea now possessed them, 


Bicycles and tricycles of ancient vintage, donkey-carts 
and omnibuses, motor cars and furniture vans—anything 
on wheels was requisitioned; but the vast majority 
started on foot, with brisk, light steps. 

In the meantime, Lieut. Robinson had had to do hi 
eleverest maneuvering to escape the flames of : 
In his exultation he pulled the levers and 
loop several times, but a little while afterwards 
a perfect landing at his aerodrome, with his petrol tan 
almost dry, and remarked laconically: “That is the 
deadest bird you ever saw.”

No poet of ancient times would have had the heart 
to depict so cruel an incident, and Homer himself, with 
all his wars of the gods, always represented the Muses 
as dwelling lovingly together like sisters, ngne think- 
ing herself better than another. It remains for our 
modern times to bring to pass a veritable “Battle of 
the Muses”—and its scene, alas, is no other than Peter- 
borough, N. H., America’s leading resort for those who 
spell art with a big “A.”

to deserve the blessings of the 
Peterborough Idea one must have 
“done something sufficiently forceful and original to be 
suggestive, at least, of endurance.” 

It would not be so easy to name enough paintings, 
poems, books and statues accomplished by contempor- 
ary artists, ‘‘sufficiently forceful and original to give at 
least a suggestion of endurance,” to recruit even the 20 
guests admitted at the MacDowell Colony; but those 
who repair thither at least admit themselves that they 
have achieved such works, and succeed in making a few 
others believe it. But enough has been said to indicate 
that the geniuses of the colony would, without any such 
pressure as the third degree might exert, confess them- 
selves to be the artistic aristocracy of America. 


Now, the Players’ Colony cannot be brought to admit 
that it is itself without high ideals. Although it does 
not require that its students be those “whom the best 
of contemporary criticism has accepted as a matter of 
course,” and indeed will accept beginners of promise, 
it plans to give those students the best instruction in 
interpretative gesture, bodily movem%nt and the dance; 
and it does attempt to present such plays, at its an- 
nual entertainments, as “Iphigenia,” which scarcely 
anyone would brand as “low-brow.” The chief instruc- 
tor is Alexis Kosloff, formerly of the Russian Imperial 
Ballet. The gradnates are supposed to be experts not 
only in dancing but in the production of out-of-door 
plays and ballets, and usually leave to take positions 
as instructors in schools and colleges. 

Strange to say, the dancers’ public performances are 
extremely popular in the vicinity, and people flock from 
all around, by automobile and train, to witness their 
productions.

When not on sentry duty at night, the men 
were organized into working parties, and sent out in 
front of the trenches to mend the barbed-wire entangle- 
ments which are being constantly destroyed by artillery 
fire; or, in summer, to cut the tall grass and the weeds 
which would otherwise offer concealment to enemy lis- 
tening patrols or bombing parties. Ration fatigues of 
20 or 30 men per company went back to meet the bat- 
talion transport wagons at some ‘point several miles in 
rear of the firing line. There were trench supplies and 
stores to be brought up as well, and the never-finished 
business of mending and improving the trenches kept 
many off-duty men employed during the hours -of 
darkness. 

The men on duty in front of the trenches were always 
in-very great danger. They worked swiftly and silently, 
but they were often discovered, in which case the only 
warning they received was a sudden burst of machine- 
gun fire. Then would come urgent calls for “Stretcher 
bearers!’’ and soon the wreckage was brought in over the 
parapet. The stretchers were set down in the bottom 
of the trench and hasty examinations made by the light 


of.a flash lamp.

Many a conversation of this 
sort did we hear at night when 
the field-dressings were being put 
on. But even in_ his suffering 
Tommy never forgot to be un- 
righteously indignant if he had 
been wounded when on a working 
party. What could he say to the 
wamen of England who would 
bring him fruit and flowers in 
hospital, call him a “poor, brave 
fellow,” and ask how he was 
He had enlisted as a 
soldier, and as a reward for his 
patriotism the Government had 
given him a shovel, “an’ ’ere I am, 
workin’ like a bloomin’ navvy, 
fillin’ sandbags fv!l o’ France, 
w’en I up an’ gets plugged!”" The 
men who most bitterly resented 
the pick and shovel phase of army 
life were given a great deal of 
it to do for that very reason. 
One of my comrades was shot in 
the leg while digging a refuse 
pit. The wound was a bad one 
and he suffered much pain, but 
the. humiliation was even harder 
to bear. What could he tell them 
at home?

If he had to be a casualty Tom- 
my wanted to be an interesting 
one. He wanted to fall in the 
heat of battle, not in the heat of 
inglorious fatigue duty. 

But there was more heroic 
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“work to be done; going out on 


listening patrol, for example. One 

patrol, consisting of a sergeant or a corporal and four 
or-five privates, was sent out from each company. It 
was the duty of these men to cover the area immediate- 
ly in front of the company line of trench, to see and 
hear without being discovered, and to report imme- 
diately any activity of the enemy, above or below 
ground, of which they might learn. They were on 
duty from three to five hours, and might use a wide 
discretion in their prowlings, provided they kept with- 
in the limits of frontage allotted to their own com- 
pany, and returned to the meeting place where the 
change of reliefs was made. These requirements were 
not easily complied with, unless there were trees or 
other prominent landmarks standing out against the 
sky by means of which a patrol could keep its direc- 


tion. 

The work required, above everything else, cool heads 
and stout hearts. There was the ever-present danger 
of meeting an enemy patrol or bombing party, in which 
case, if they could not be avoided, there would be a 
hand-to-hand encounter with bayonets, or a noisy ex- 
change of hand grenades. There was danger, too, of a 
false alarm started by a nervous sentry. It needs but 
a moment for such an alarm to become general, so 
great is the nervous tension at which men live on the 
firing line. Terrific fusillades from both sides followed 
while the listening patrols flattened themselves Out on

the ground, and listened, in no pleasant frame of mind, 
to the bullets whistling over their heads. But at night, 
and under the stress of great excitement, men fire high. 
Strange as it may seem, one is comparatively safe even 
in the open, when lying flat on the ground. 

Bombing affairs were of almost nightly occurrence. 
Tommy enjoyed these extremely hazardous adventures 
which he called ‘Carryin’ a ’ap’orth o’ ’ate to Fritzie,” 
a halfpenny worth of hate, consisting of six or a dozen 
‘hand grenades which 
he hurled into the 
German trenches 
from the far side of 
their entanglements. 
The more hardy 
spirits often worked 
their way through 
the barbed wire and, 
from a position close 
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under tne parapet, they waited for the sound of voices. 
@Vhen they had located the position of the sentries, 
they tossed their bombs over with deadly effect. The 
sound of the explosions called forth an immediate and 
heavy fire from sentries near and far; but lying close 
under the very muzzles of the German rifles, the 
bombers were in no danger unless a party were sent 
out in search of them. This, of course, constituted 
the chief element of risk. The strain of waiting for 
developments was a severe one. I have seen men come 
in from a “bombing stunt” worn out and trembling 
from nervous fatigue. And yet many of them enjoyed 
it, and were sent out night after night. The excite- 
ment of the thing worked into their blood. 

_Throughout the summer there was a great deal more 
digging to do than fighting, for it was not until the 
arrival on active service of Kitchener’s armies that the 
construction of the double line of reserve or support 
trenches was undertaken. From June until September 
this work was pushed rapidly forward. There were 
also trenches to be made in advance of the original 
firing line, for the purpose of connecting up advanced 
points and removing dangerous salients. At such times 
there was no loafing until we had reached a depth suf- 
ficient to protect us both from view and from fire. We 
picked and shoveled with might and main, working in 
absolute silence, throwing ourselves flat on the ground 
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whenever a trench rocket was sent up from the German 
lines. Casualties were frequent, but this was inevitable, 
working, as we did, in the open, exposed to every chance 
shot of an enemy sentry. The stretcher bearers lay in 
the tall grass close at hand awaiting the whispered 
word, “Stretcher bearers this way!’ and they were 
kept busy much of the time we were at work, carrying 
the wounded to the-rear. 

It was\ surprising how quickly the men became ac- 
customed to the nerve-trying duties in the firing line. 
Fortunately for Tommy, the longer he is in the army, 
the greater becomes his indifference to danger. His 
philosophy is fatalistic. .“‘What is to be will be” is his 
only comment when one of his comrades is killed. A 
bullet or a shell works with such lightning speed that 
danger is passed before one realizes that it is at hand. 
Therefore, men work doggedly, carelessly, and in the 
background of consciousness there is always that com- 
forting belief, common to all soldiers, that “others may 
be killed, but somehow, I shall escape.” 

The most important in-trench 
duty, as well as the most weari- 
some one for the men, is their 
period on ‘ “sentry-go.” Eight

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ly bath. Sometimes we cleansed ourselves, as best we 
could, in muddy little duck ponds, populous with frogs 
and green with scum; but oh, the joy when our march 
ended at a military bathhouse! The Government had 
provided these whenever possible, and for several weeks 
we were within marching distance of one. There we 
received a fresh change of underclothing, and our uni- 
forms were fumigated while we splashed and scrubbed in 
great vats of clean warm water. The order, “Everybody 
out!” was obeyed with reluctance, and usually not until 
the bath attendants of the Army Service Corps enforced 
it with a cold water hose. Tommy, who has a song for 
every important ceremonial, never sang “Rule Britannia” 
with the enthusiasm which marked his rendition of the 
following chorus: 
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“Whi—ter than the whitewash on the wall! 

Whi—ter than the whitewash on the wall! 

If yer leadin’ us to slaughter 

Let us ’ave our soap an’ water—FIRST! 

Then we’ll be whiter than the whitewash on the 
wall!” 


When out of the firing line we washéd and mended 
our clothing and scraped a week’s accumulation of mud 
from our uniferms. Before breakfast we were inflicted 
with the oa punishment, Swedish drill. “Gott strafe 
Sweden!” ‘Tommy would say as he puffed and per- 
spired under a hot August sun, but he was really glad 
that he had no choice but to submit. In the trenches 
there was little opportunity for 
vigorous exercise, and our arms 
and legs became stiff with the 
long inactivity. Throughout: the 
mornings we were busy with a 
multitude of duties. Arms and 
eauipment were cleaned and in- 
spected, machine guns thor- 
oughly overhauled, gas helmets 
sprayed; and there was fre- 
quent instruction in bomb 
throwing and bayonet fighting 
in preparation for the day to 
which every soldier looked for- 
ward with some misgiving, but 
with increasing confidence—the 
day when the enemy shall be 
driven out of France. 

Classes in grenade fighting 
were under the supervision of 
officers of the Royal Engineers. 
In the early days of the war 
‘here was but one grenade in 
use and that a crude affair 
made by the _ soldiers them- 
selves. An empty jam tin was 
filled with explosive and scrap 
iron, and tightly bound with 
wire. A fuse was attached and 
the bomb was ready for use. 
But England early anticipated 
the importance which grenade 
fighting was to play in trench 
warfare. Her experts in ex- 
plosives were set to work, and 
by the time we were ready for 
active service, 10 or a dozen 
varieties of bombs were ia use, 
all of them made in the muni- 
tion factories in England. The 
“hairbrush,” the “lemon bomb,” 
‘the “cricket ball” and the “po- 
liceman’s truncheon” were the 
most important of these, all of 
them so-called because of their 
resemblance to the articles for 
which they were named. The 
first three were exploded by a 
time fuse set for from three to 
five seconds. The fourth was a 
percussion bomb, which had 
long cloth streamers fastened 
to the handle to insure greater 
accuracy in throwing. The men 
became remarkably accurate at 
a distance of thirty to forty 
yards. Old cricketers were es- 
pecially good, for, the bomb 
must be thrown oVverhand, with 
a full-arm movement. 
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well, and chocolate and packets of stationery. Her stock 
was exhausted daily, and in some way replenished daily. 
I think she made long. journeys to the other side of 
the town, bringing back fresh sUtpplies in a pushcart 
which stood outside her door. Her cottage, which was 
less than a mile from our first-line trenches, was partly 
in ruins. I couldn’t understand her being there in such 
danger. Evidently it was with the consent of the mili- 
tary authorities. There were oter women living on the 
same street; but somehow, she was different from the 
others. There was a spiritual fineness about her which 
impressed one at once. Her eyes were dry as though 
the tears had been drained from them, to the last drop, 
long ago. 

One day, calling for a packet of candles, I found her 
standing at the barricaded window which looks to- 
ward the trenches, and the desolate towns and villages 
back of the German lines. My curiosity got the better 
of my courtesy, and I asked her, in my poor French, why 
she was living there. She was silent for a moment, and 
then she pointed toward that part of France which was 
on the other side of the world to us. 

“Monsieur! Mes enfants! La-bas!” 

Her children were over there, or had been at the 
outbreak of the war. That is all that she told me of 
her story, and I would have been a beast to have asked 
more. In some way she had become separated from 
them, and for nearly a year she had been watching 
there, not knowing whether her little family was living 
or dead. 

To many of the 
soldiers she was 
just a plain, thrifty 
little French wom- 
an who knew not 
the meaning of 
fear, willing to 
risk her life daily, 
that she might put 
something by for 
the long hard years 
which would fol- 
low. .the war. To 
me she is the 
Spirit of France, 
splendid, superb 
France. But more 
than this she is 
the Spirit of 
Mother-love which 
wars can _ never 
alter. 


“’Ere, sergeant!’ Tommy 


Instruction in bayonet fight- 
ing was made as realistic as 


would say, as the platoon 
sergeant felt his way along 
the trench in the darkness, 


possible. Upon a given signal, 
we rushed forward, jumping in 
and out of successive lines of 
trenches, where dummy figures 
—clad in the uniforms of German foot soldiers, to 
give zest to the game—took our blades both front and 
rear with conciliatory indifference. 

In the afternoon Tommy’s time was his own. He 
could sleep or wander along the country roads—within 
a prescribed area—or, which was more often the case, 
indulge in those games of chance which were as the 
breath of life to him. Payday was the event of the week 
in billets because it gave him the wherewithal to satisfy 
the promptings of his sporting blood. Our fortnightly 
allowance of from 5 to 10 francs was not a princely sum; 
but in pennies and halfpennies, it was quite enough to 
provide many hours of absorbing amusement. Tommy 
gambled because he could not help it. When he had no 
money he wagered his allowance of cigarettes or his 
share of the daily jam ration. I believe that.the appeal 
which war made to him was largely one to his sporting 
instincts. Life and death were playing stakes for his 
soul, with the betting odds about even. 

The most interesting feature of our life in billets was 
the contact which it gave us with the civilian popula- 
tion who remained in the war zone, either because they 
had no place else to go or because of that indomitable, 
unconquerable spirit which is characteristic of the 
French. There are few British soldiers along the west- 
ern front who do not have memories of heroic mothers 
who clung to their ruined homes as long as there was a 
wall standing. It is one of these who summed up for me 
in five words, all the heart-breaking tragedy of war. 

She kept a little shop, in Armentieres, on one of the 
gtreets leading to the firing line. We often stopped 
there, when going up to the trenches, to buy loaves of 
delicious French bread. She had candles for sale as 
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is the next relief 
comin’ on?” 


Strangely enough, I had not thought of the firinz 
line as a boundary, a limit, during all those weeks of 
trench warfare. Henceforth it had‘a new meaning for 
me. I realized how completely it eut Europe in half, 
separating friends and relatives as thousands of miles: of 
ocean could not have done. Roads crossed from one 
side to the other, but they were barricaded with sand- 
bags and barbed-wire entanglements. At night thev 
were deluged with shrapnel and the cobblestones were 
chipped and scarred with machine-gun bullets. 

Tommy had a ready sympathy for the women and 
children who lived near the trenches. I remember many 
incidents which illustrate abundantly his quick under- 
standing of the hardship and danger of their lives. 
Once, at Armentieres,, we were marching to the baths, 
when the German artillery were shelling the town in 
the usual hit-or-miss fashion. The enemy knew, of 
course, that many of our troops in reserve were billeted 
there, and they searched for them daily. Doubtless they 
would have destroyed the town long ago had it not Deen 
for the fact that Lille, one of their own most important 
bases, is within such easy range of our batteries. As it 
was, they bombarded it as heavily as they dared, and on 
this particular morning they were sending them vcver 
too frequently for comfort. 

Some of the shells were exploding close to our line 
of march, but the boys tramped along with that non- 
chalant air which they assume in times of danger. One 
immense shell struck an empty house less than a block 
away and sent the masonry flying in every direction. 
The clou@_ of brick dust shone like gold in the sun. A 
moment later a fleshy peasant woman, wearing wooden 
shoes, turned out of an adjoining street and ran awk-

wardly toward the scene of the explosion. Her move- 
ments were so clumsy and slow, in proportion to the 
great exertion she was making, that at any other tine 
the sight would have been ludicrous. Now it was in- 
evitable that such a sight should first appeal to Tominy’s 
sense of humor, and thoughtlessly the boys started 
laughing and shouting at her. 

“Go it, old dear! Yer makin’ a grand race!” 

“Two to one on: Liza!” 

“The other w’y, ma! That’s the wrong direction! Yer 
runnin’ right into ‘em!” 


She gave no heed, and a moment later we saw her 
gather up a little girl from a doorstep, hugging and 
comforting her, and shielding her with her body, in- 
stinctively, at the sound of another exploding shell. The 
laughter in the ranks stopped ag-though every rian bad 
been suddenly struck dumb. 

They were courageous, those women in the firing 
line. Their thoughts were always for their husbands 
and sons and brothers who were fighting side by side 
with us. Meanwhile, they kept their little shops and 
estaminets open for the soldiers’ trade and made a '. rave 
show of. living in the old way. In Armentieres a few 
old men lent their aid in keeping up the pretense, but 
the feeble little trickle of civilian life made scarcely 
an impression in the broad current of military activity. 
A solitary postman, with a mere handful of letters, made 
his morning rounds of echoing streets, and a bent old 
nan with newspapers hobbled slowly along the Rue 
Sadi- Carnot shouting, “Le Matin! Le Journal!” to 
boarded windows and bolted doors. Meanwhile, we 
marched back and forth between billets in the town 
and trenches just outside. And the last thing which we 
saw upon leaving the town, and the first upon returning, 
was the lengthening row of new-made graves close to 
a sunny wall in the garden of the ruined convent. It 
was a pathetic little burial plot, filled with the bodies 
of women and children who had been killed in Ger- 
man bonibardments of the town. 

And thus for more than three months, while we were 
waiting for Fritzie to “come out,” we adapted our- 
selves to the changing conditions of trench life and 
trench warfare, with a readiness which surprised and 
gratified us. Our very practical training in England 
had prepared us, in a measure, for simple and primitive 
living. But even with such preparation we had con- 
stantly to revise downward our standard. We lived 
without comforts which formerly we had regarded as 
absolutely essential. We lived a life so crude and 
rough that our army experiences in England seemed 
Utopian by comparison. But we throve splendidly. A 
Government, paternalistic in its solicitude for our wel- 

fare, had schooled our bodies to 
withstand hardships and to en- 
dure privations. In England we 
had been inoculated and _ vac- 
cinated whether we would or no, 
and the result was that fevers 
were practically nonexistent in 
the trenches. What little sickness 
there was was due to inciement 
weather rather than to 4nsanitary 
conditions. 


Although there were sad: gaps 
in our ranks, the trench and camp 
fevers, prevalent in other wars 
were not responsible for them. 
Bullets, shells and bombs took 
their toll day by day, but so 
gradually that we had been given 
time to forget that we had ever 
known the security of civilian 
life. We were soon to experience 
the indescribable horrors of mod- 
ern warfare at its worst; to be 
living from morning until evening 
and from dusk to dawn, looking 
upon a new day with a feeling of 
wonder that we had survived so 
long. 

About the middle of September 
it became clear to us that the big 
drive was at hand. There was in- 
creased artillery activity along 
the entire front. The men noted 
with great satisfaction that the 
shells from our own batteries 
were of larger caliber. This was 
a welcome indication that En- 
gland was at last meeting the 
long-felt need for high explosives. 


“Lloyd-George ain't been 
asleep,” some unshaven seer 
would say, nodding his head wise- 
ly. “’E’s a long wiile gettin’ 

ready, but w-en “e is ready, there’s suthin’ a-g’in’ to 
drop!” 

There was a feeling of excitement everywhera. The 
men looked to their rifles with greatur interest. They 
examined more carefully their bandoliers of ammunition 
and their gas helmets; and they were thouvchtful about 
keeping their metal pocket mirrors and their cicarette 
cases in their left-hand breast pockets, for any Tommy 
can tell vou of miraculous escapes from death due to 
such a protective armoring over the heart. 

The thunder of guns increased with every passing 
day. The fire appeared to be evenly distributed over 
many miles of frontage. In moments of comparative 
quiet along our sector, we could hear them muttering 
and rumbling miles away to our right and left. We 
awaited developments with the greatest impatience, for 
we knew that this general bombardment was but a pre- 
liminary one for the purpose of concealing, until the 
last moment, the plan of attack, the portion of the 
front where the great artillery concentration would be 
made and the infantry assault pushed home. Then 
came sudden orders to move. Within 24 hours the roads 
were filled with the incoming troops of a new division. 
We made a rapid march to a rail head, entrained. ond 
were soon moving southward by an indirect route: south. 
ward toward the sound of the guns, to take an incone 
spicuous part in the battle at Loos.

MODERN HAPPY: VALLEY FOR 50,000 PEOPLE 


Once a wilderness of sand, sage 
brush and cactus, the Imperial 
Valley of California in 13 
years has changed into a land 
of rich plantations, thriving 
towns, prosperous inhabitants 
and beautiful homes— The 
story of a bitter but victorious 
fight. -:- =: 


HIRTEEN years ago there was a wide, 
arid desert lying along the southern 
ArizonaCalifornia boundary, where today 
there is a beautiful, thriving and popu- 
lous country. 

Thirteen years ago it was only a wil- 

derness of sand and sage, inhabited by 

venomous serpents and tarantulas, with never a human 
habitation and rarely a human being in sight. 

Today 500,000 acres of this land, in what is known 
as the Imperial Valley, yield an annual harvest for 
50,000 inhabitants; the former desert has an assessed 
valuation of $18,000,000; it contains sevén towns and 
small cities with paved streets, electric lights, brick 
buildings, the larger onege 
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having populations of about 
7000 each. The country is 
crossed by 300 miles of good 
roads, 400 miles of canals 
and two railroads. It is dot- ) 
ted with orchards of rare and, 
semi-tropical fruits. There 
are great stock-raising indus-: 
tries, some manufacturing 
plants and a new and rich 
county has been added to 
California’s possessions. 

The history of this re- 
markable land is the story of 
a dream and its realization— 
and the story of a fight 
‘against the most _ hostile 
forces of nature. The 'dream- 
er was C. A. Rockwood, a 
California engineer, and its 
realization is the fruit of 
faith and incessant labor. 

Rockwood, in the course of 
a study of the country, ob- 
served that its floor was that 
‘of a detritus soil, deposited

for rock was needed to 
complete the job. While 
the men were doing their 
best to raise the money 
and were petitioning aii 
of Congress, a_ fresh# 
swept away all their $30, 
000 had accomplished. 

A bombardment result 
ed in the Government tak 
ing over the levee work 
and thrashing the unruly 
Colorado back into its 
proper channel. Uncle 
Sam also sent more troops 
to Calexico which were 
reinforced by companies 
of the State militia. Fo 
the first time in the val 
ley’s history the people 
breathed a genuine sigh 
of relief. Then the land 


in past ages by silt from the 


ancestor of the present Colo- 
rado River, with a gradual 
slope towards the Salton 
Sink. He believed it was possible to irrigate it by a 
series of canals in such a way that the arid waste 
would be turned into productive territory. 

His first efforts to interest capitalists failed. How: 
ever, he had surrounded himself with a group of en- 
gineers who were willing to give their time for a 
trorough survey of the country and, in the end, they 
declared the plan practicable. After long effort, Rock- 
wood succeeded in organizing a corporation thea: was 
willing to undertake the task. It was called the Cali- 
fornia Development Co., which name came to be con- 
tracted as the “C-D’” Co. 

It was incorporated for the purpose of irrigating 
the district with water from the Colorado at an intake 
point in California. As it was necessary to-run some 
of the canals through Mexican territory, a subsidiary, 
the Sociedad Anonima, was incorporated under Mexi- 
ean law. Pioneers, 100 of them, men and women, took 
up claims in the southern part of the basin and be-

This was virtually the finish of the “C-D” company. 
A receiver was appointed fer the American and one 
for the Mexican corporations. The two receivegs were 
unable to work together satisfactorily. The settlers 
were enraged. Many plans for remedying the situa- 
tion were suggested, but all of them proved imprac- 
ticable or otherwise too expensive. The Mexican trou- 
bles, following the murder of Madero and the occupa- 
tion of Vera Cruz by American marines further 
complicated matters. 

Huerta’s commander in the Mexican fortress at Mex- 
icali, Just across the line from Calexico, Cal., sent out 
Mexican soldiers to guard all the headgates and struc- 
tures of the Imperial Irrigation system in Mexico. 
Rumors that dynamite had been placed under the 
Strategical points of Sharp’s and East Side headings 
and the Encina flume which control] all the waters flow- 
ing into Imperial Valley found general belief.

‘Public ownership of the whole system,” was the 
popular cry. Accordingly the Irrigation District pre- 
sented a proposition to raise $3,500,000, by bond issue, 
to purchase the entire distributing system and operate 
it as a non-profit-making public utility th the same 
manner as the Mutual Water companies are run. 

This fell throwgh. Then the Southern Pacific came 
forward again and saved the situation. In the fall of 
1915 the “C.-D.” company became insolvent. The courts 
declared the project sold to the Southern Pacific, the 
chief creditor. Since the moment the railroad took 
over the water distribution, good service has been pro 
moted with money and work and at this moment the 
entire system is operated on a more efficient and per- 
mamen: basis than ever before. 

The field was ripe for a constructive genius and he 
aj peared in the person of W. P. Holt of Redlands, Cal. 
Holt first went to the town of Imperial to establish 
gas and electric light plants for the valley. When he

-ent population has gathered. When the 
mains were finally flowing with water, the 
settlers organized 16 mutual water com- 
panies, non-profit-making institutions, sup- 
ported by annual assessments and engaged 
in the practical business of taking water 
from the “C-D” mains and distributing it 
over separate districts. 

From the nature of its organization and 
a constant strain to meet its bills, coupled 
with inexperienced management, the “C-D” 
company made many mistakes. Ultimately 
most of these were found to have been in 
the construction of impermanent improve- 
ments, such as wooden structures where 
the specifications called for concrete. 

Rockwood was the first to discover this 
weakness and call attention to it. One aft- 
ernoon he appeared at the “C-D” offices 
and announced that the Colorado was -ris- 
ing, threatening to flood a new canal. He 
demarded immediate reinforcements of 


of the country and founded a new town, 
Holtsville. Within a short time it wag 
laid out with a block of buSifiess buildinga 
and a hydro-electric plant. It was nine 
miles from a railroad, and when the South 
ern Pacific refused to build a spur to it, 
Holt constructed an independent inter- 
urban line. 

Then he laid the foundations of El Cen- 
tro at the intersection of his railroad with 
the Southern Pacific. It started with a 
block of brick stores, a theater, a bank, a 
hotel. Today it is the capital of the coun- 
ty, with well paved and lighted streets, a 
gas plant, cotton gin, ice plant, brick 
schools, a library, several churches and a 
population of 7000. : 

Other towns sprang up and Holt financed 
their utilities, gas, electric light and ice 
plants, established retail stores and even 
backed farmers to the limit of his ability. 
Four of the towns have practically equalled 


- workmen and supplies. Only part of what 
he asked was granted and in the embroglio 
which followed, he left the company’s em- 
ploy, never again to be identified with the project to 
which his mind had given birth. 

#3 worst fears were realized. A deluge swept 
through the canal. A new river channel, 90 feet deep, 
was cut through the silt. The age-old, dry bed of Sal- 
ton Sink became a 60-000-acre lake. Settlers appealed 
to Congress for help, and the Government asked the 
Southern Pacific Railroad to take ‘charge. 

The railroad put C. K. Clark, an engineer, in charge 
of the job and offered him every resource at its con- 
trol. By herculean efforts he succeeded in checking 
the flood. Congress got a bill of $1,600,000 for the 
work. Half of the amount was appropriated and even 
this half, as yet, has not been paid.

handful of soldiers, with instructions to take no ag- 
gressive action and to withstand a possible attack from 
350 Mexican Federals backed by two machine guns and 
a small fort, had the effect of promoting anxiety rather 
than confidence.

The Death Agony of a Zeppelin 


women, boys and girls, singing and laughing as they 
tramped along the country lanes. They shouted deliri- 
ously: “Hurrah for England!” and some of them cried: 
“This will be a lesson for the murderers.” It was esti- 
mated that during the next day 500,000 persons visited 
the scene of the Zeppelin’s death. 

The first-comers found the debris still smoldering. 
The craft had fallen stern first on the upper side of a 
hawthorne hedge. One of the propellers had smashed 
through the hedge and was partly buried in the earth. 
The other propeller, split into hundreds of pieces, stuck 
in the ground nearby. The airship itself, the huge en- 
velope with its aluminum struts and stays, its powerful 
engines, its gondolas, its planes and navigating instru- 
ments, was now merely a mass of twisted metal work, 
charred wood and ashes. Here and there one could dis- 
cern the forms of human beings, among them that of 
the Zeppelin’s commander, identified by his shoulder 
straps, with its clean-shaven face and high cheekbones 
of the Mongolian type. The official searchers recovered 
the remains of 16 bodies from the wreckage. All had 
probably been burned alive. 

The crowd had believed that the airship was brought 
down by the fire of the anti-aircraft guns, but with the 
morning came the report of the War Department stat- 
ing that the hero of the victory was an airman, Lieut. 
Robinson. He went over to see the wreck Sunday morn- 
ing. He was in uniform, and-~the crowd learned who he 
was. It went half crazy with joy, cheered him again 
and again, and would have carried him off in triumph 
if policemen had not protected him. He was extremely 
embarrassed, and could only say: “What shall I do? 
How can I get out of this?” He returned in the after- 
noon, this time in mufti, and a man at the gate made 
him pay twopence to get into the field. 

Members of a family living about 100 yards from where 
the Zeppelin fell related their experiences. They were 
awakened by distant gun firing not long after 2 o’clock, 
and hurried downstairs. Soon, from a window, they 
saw a sheet of flame and then another... Next they saw 
® huge mass of fire dropping from the skies, and now 
and then pieces of burning material falling from it. The 
great meteor fell lower and lower and crashed into a 
nearby field. After it struck the ground there was a 
fusillade of bursting machine-gun cartridges, exploded 
by the heat. The heat was so excessive that the family 
thought their house would catch fire, and believe it 


would have done so, save for recent rains. As soon as 
it was safe to approach the debris, constables and volun- 
teers threw buckets of water on the fire and got it under 
control. The bodies were first taken from the debris. 
One, that of the engineer, lay between his control levers, 
where he had been caught at his post. Later, after a 
Coroner’s inquest was held, the victims were buried near 
where they fell. It was a military funeral, but not with 
full military honors; there were no gun carriages or 
firing party, and the German flag was not used. This 
change in plans was due to the pressure of public opin- 
ion. There were about 5000 persons at the funeral, at 
which the pallbearers were members of the British Fly- 
ing Corps. Four Church of England clergymen officiated. 
One woman threw an egg at the motor lorry bearing the 
bodies, and a man who threw a missile at it was quelled 
by a soldier, who smashed his silk hat out of shape. 
The 15 men of the crew were buried in one grave; the 
commander lay alone in his grave, beside them. 
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In this 20-minute spectacie, a “sporting event” mor® 
exciting than London had ever before witnessed, wer® 
concentrated dramatic situations such as only the im 
agination of H. G. Wells had been able to picture he- 
fore the war. It is not easy for us across the ocean to 
realize the bitterness of intense hatred in which the 
British hold the Kaiser’s Zeppelins, their gentlest name 
for which is “murderers.” And now, with the sky itself 
turned into a gladiatorial arena, the English were spe® 
tators of a battle between David and Goliath; and the 
little aeroplane, their champion, was victorious over the 
giant. From out the great event several elements stand 
conspicuous: the picture of the aircraft swimming in 
the beams of the searchlights and poking her nose this 
way and that in a desperate effort to escape, and the 
picture of the huge ship in flames and ruining down 
from the skies. But most of all there remains the vast 
chorusing outcry of London’s triumph and revenga
